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GREAT SOUTHERN FARMS 


Or Observations and Studies in 
Successful Agriculture.

Nathan H. Gwyn, Caldwell County, 
Carolina. 


Who is there in all our southland that has 
never heard of the famous “Happy Valley” ol 


the Yadkin river’ 


This region has been the birth place or former 


home of many people who have become famous 
either as farmers, or statesmen, or patriots, or 
great men otherwise—the courtry over. Their 
children,or theircbildren’s children,or remoter 
progeny, have doubtless kept the naméand the 
ancient associations fresh and green even in 
other memories. ‘The upper Yadkin valley—a 
farm on which is to be the subject of this ar 
ticle—was noted even in the old colonial days 
and in the later revolutionary era. One of the 
old revolutionary heroes—General William 
Lenoir, ofa Huguenot tamily now scattered 
and distinguished allover the south—a Vir- 
ginia Frenchman, settled at the outpost of 
civilization guarding the frontier there. 
He or his predecessors built protecting 
walls of huge oaken logs on a beautiful 
eminence overlooking the valley of the 
rippling river for miles. They called the spot 
“Fort Defiance.’’ Fromits secure ramparts 
tho early settlers detied the daring savages 
who had their hunting grounds and maize 
fields both above and below. The same valley 
was the home and early hunting ground of 
Daniel Boone, who carried happy memories of 
the land to the dark and bloody grounds of

MR, NX. H. GWYN. 
Kentucky, and into the blacker plains of Mis- 
souri beyond. The name “Yadkin” is not 
Indian, 2s many have supposed; the word is a 
corruption offthe old English appellation Atkin 
—for the beautiful streain was once Known as 
Atkin’s river—so-called from the first English- 
man who settled on its banks near Salis- 
bury. The ancient or prehistoric Indian title 
was Sapona or See-po-nee, the meaning of 
which is now simply a matter of poetic 
fancy. 

For nearly « hundred years the best of these 
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Yadkin valley londs were owned and operated | 
by noble families, representing, in a happy | 


biending of characteristics, English aristoc- 
racy and American democracy. ‘The’ inen 


were courtly and dignitied, yet they kent open | 


house and hand. Tae humblest citizen could 
obtain their greeting, or become their guest. 
The women were high-born dames of wit and 
grace and beauty. The landlords had not yet 
become gold-greedy ; they had their soils tilled 
simply that they might live generously at 
home, and send their sons in style to 
distant universities of high fame. 
With all their broad acres and abundant free 
Blave labor, none of them ever amassed for- 
tunes, as we know fortunes today. But they 
lived like old-time princes—as old-time princes 
they were. They had the fat of the land; 
their fiefds teemed with the richest of golden 


harvests; and they neverdreamed of liens, nor | 


of commercial fertilizers, nor of pay-day for 
work hands, nor of the exhaustion of soils. If 
@ money crisis came, ail that was necessary 
was to sell the triflingest nigger on the place— 
who could easily be spared—and then things 
went on easy. 
of stately proportion 
watering-places, and displayed dignity and 
courtesy, and also generous hearts, that beat 
over lace and linen frills, and beneath high 
stiff collars and silk and buckram stocks, The 
men had buff vests around theirample waists, 
and gold dollarsin their ample buckskin or 
silk purses—that old-fashioned purse, with its 
slit and two ringsin the middle and rich tas- 
sels at the ends. 

Oh, my! how I do love to revel in these 
dreams and memories of those good old times, 
for I am not (alas!) too young to have seen, 
with my own eyes, the pictures I would paint 
of that glorious past! and these hands that now 
mnake this copy have held in their friendiy 
grasp the fingers ofsome of the inost noble 
snd courtly of the grand old regime. But

dreaming now, and get to dealing with the 
throbbing facts of inodern birth. Alas! senti- 
mentality must vieldto the sterner issues of 
life, and the scribe must keep along with the 
procession.

In the remorseless carvings of time and fate, 
this farm is now only asmall part of oue of 
the old-time baronial estates—a vast property 
of thousands of acres sliced up—even since the 
death of slavery—into more than half adozen 
nice and sufiicient plantations. The most 
melancholy part of it all is the fact that, under 
our old systems of farming, one nobleman who 
had titles toitall, died in hopeless poverty: 
and hence the divisions and distributions 
among aliens of. the ancient possessions. In 
the endeavors of the good landlord 
to hold together his magniticent ianded 
estates fatal policies were pursued, 
both - in labor and in cultivation; 
and whenthe grave closed over the noble- 
man, thorns and brambles, and briers and the 
sassafras bush, following in the wake of. 
neglect and erosive rains and crawtish, had 
taken possession of, or well-nigh destroyed, 
much that was once teeming with plenty, and 
the embodiment of pride and value. 

A great-hearted Englisuman, Collett Leven- 
thorpe, once «an olficer in the British army, 
and afterwards « brave general in the southern 
confederacy, was tempted by the loveliness of 
the beautiful valley and its happy surround- 
ings;and he purchased some eight hundred 
acres inthe partition of the great estate re- 
ferred to. But this genial genera] was only the 
high-toned English nobleman, who knew 
nothing of practical farming, although 
he knew and practiced everything else 
necessary aud worthy the vocation and 
duty ofa gentieman. He turned his land over 
to tenants—pure hearted, good men they were 
—while he studied philesophy and chess prob- 
lems, living the life of a guiieless lord and 
Christian. But his lands paid him little or no 
interest on his money invested, and every vear 
witnessed the process of exhaustion and pov- 
erty in the soil.. Wesaw things going from 
bad to worse—in the encroachments of swamp 
sassafras and the bamboo, and in the fearful 
work of floods. Aud so, abandoning all lope 
of successful farming, he sold his piace to Mr. 
Gwyn, the price paid, it is said, being $7,000 
in band, perhaps more than half of this sum 
having been expended hy the Englishman in 
putting up an elegant residence on the place— 
a residence with the ideal walnut and oak 
wainscoting and gothic gables in abundance. 
His example was a living illustration of fail- 
urein the principle of Poor Richard that 

He, who by the wlow would thrive 
Himself must either hold or drive. 

Mr. Gwyn was raised on a farm, and he had 
always manifested a fondness and aptitude for 
agricultural pursuits. But in the progress of 
cotton manuiacturing in the south, he had 
gotten into thecurrent, and at the time that ha

| There were plenty of people who considered 
the money as simply buried in real estate from 
which posterity alone might realize the profit. 
There were also neighbors who ridiculed the 
mah when he mov his family to the place 
and began spending three more thousand 
dollars in the work of fencing and cleaning 
out swamp and thicket. There were some 
plees said about him that embraced the word 
se 00 ‘es 

A string of plank fencing over a mile long— 
fencing sawed out of white pine and with split 
locust posts, each lot of lumber worth some 
forty dollars the thousand feet in New York— 
this was the first expenditure that exemplified 
folly, so it was more than hinted. Then there 
were thickets through which even birds could 
not tly,and a swamp given over to snakes, 
frogs, crawfish and rabbits. These next swal- 
lowed up the erring brother’s money and his 
time—for day after day, year after year, from 
early morn to dewy eve, he kept right along 
with his menial work, realizing the truth of 
the maxim that 

De boss in de fiel’ he’self 
_ 1s wort a dozen han’s, 
even ifhe didn’t put his fingers on spade or 
mattock. He kept there all the same—-aiding, 
directing in all his operations, not willing to 
relegate or trust to any one else an hour’s duty 
in the work of resuscitating that farm. 

The years rolled around, and the outlays of 
money still went on—some of the expendi- 
tures being borrowed dollars—but still no re- 
turn. 

Finally the wand of the enchanter was seen. 
The oid ruins now stood out ina spread of 
biossoming and goiden splendor, and where 
there was once the abandoned old fields and 
deserts, with here and there the narrow patch 
that attested life in the feeble cornstalks— 
the work of the old-time butcher and 
shirk—there is now beheld, a beautiful 
and broad expanse of 200 acres of Yadkin bot- 
tom unbroken by blot or blemish, and over 
every square foot of which the mowing ma- 
chine can be ran without Jet or hindrance to 
the cutters, save only in those areas where the 
new barn has arisen, or where tne shapely 
walnut rears its ample arms to shelter the ani- 
nals that rest and cool under the leafy foliage 
in the long summer days. And the value of 
the property today is placed at $40,000—this 
against a cost of $10,000, embracing improve- 
ments and the work of restoration—all in a pe- 
riod of less than ten years. The owner 
says now that if hoe had in 
the meantime made nothing whatever 
in the sale of a single bushel of grain or a 
pound of hay or meat he has made more 
money in seven. years farming than any other 
man around with more and better land origi- 
nally, and who has been all the while selling 
the meats and the grains—and the profit has 
been simp)y in the increase in the value of the 
lands—and still the owner will indulge in a 
satisfactory smile when he tells’ you that he 
has actually sold both meat and grain to half 
of his neighbors who once prophesied his ruin, 
or discussed his ‘‘ folly.’ 

Now, Wherein lies here 

. The Secret of Success, 
and what is there in the example before us 
from which the southern farmer generally can 
learn a lesson of usefulness and value‘ 
also, is the available physical element in this 
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history which has brought life to that which 
had been given over to the province of the 
dead ? 

Froin the word go, wherever the cowpea 
could be induced to grow on that worn-out 
land,it was putin and then the growth turned 
back into the clay. If the ground was too 
poor to sprout the pea, it Was coaxed into life 
with another fertilizer. As the peas ripened 
they were partially picked, and then the vine, 
With the remainder of its fruit, was plowed 
in deeply with the heavy two-horse plows. 
This sowing and turning under of the poa has 
been going on all the while since the man took 
the place ijn hand. Wherever small, select 
areas could be induced to grow other crops in 
promise, they were devoted to the producti®n 
of wheat, corn, rve and oats. Today the whole 
piace isin a high state of fertility generally, 
yielding rich and abundant crops that pay 
handsoine dividends on the investment in 
cultivation. Let us see what is the present 
output in the farming operations properly— 
the facts observed by me in a recent visit to 
the place. 

Of the 200 acres in bottom lJands—-all the 
open arabie scil on the place—thirty acres were 
this year in wheat, the yield some three hun- 
dred and fifty bushels; twenty acres were in 
oats, the harvest about four hundred bushels: 
sixty acres are in corn, which is supposed to be 
good for about forty bushels to the acre; ten 
acres were in rye, and the meadow lands now 
embrace about thirty acres. Fifty acres are 
now growingin peas. On these fifty acres 
about ninety bushels of peas were sowed. 

' Mr. Gwyn’sruile is to pick about five bushels 
of peas to each acre sowed. The vine is then

turned under with the rest of the crop when it 
is all fairiy ripened—heavy two-horse plows 


deeply, so as to have a good looseand deep soi! 
forthe coming crop of wheat which usually 
follows the pea. Upon the groundthus broken 
the crop of barnyard manure saved on the 
place is Scattered, and tnen plowed in with a 
Shallow turn, the seed grain afterwards put in 
with the drill. This process leaves the soil in 
good condition for the corn crop of the coming 
year. 

Lhis practical agriculturist tells me one 
thing about the pea which bad hitherto es- 
caped my notice. Hesa sthatin its growth 
it has no vatural enemy, and that it- can be 
fully developed in any soil. It .is subject to 
no disease known to him, nor is it attacked, 
as other plants are,in its growing state by 
vermin. Tbe only drawback to its cuiture 
witi) him is in wet seasons when the crabgrass 
struggles with it for the ascendancy. If, how- 
ever, this annual overcomes the growing 
pea crop the grass has simply caught a tartar 
—and they both ride into the barn together as 
the best of cowfood in the dry winter forage. 

Mr. Gwyn’'s enemies to the corn crop are 
wot weather and Jim Crow. He doesn’t try 
to control the clouds, but he fights the black- 
winged thief with poison. And if the rain 
fosters too much crabgrass for the grain crop 
to thrive, the barn again levies tribute on the 
spreading grass, and the farmer makes bless 
ings and riches out of the curse to the corn, 
the grass being converted into the very finest 
of hay for bis mules and horses, of which he 
keeps only four. A yoke of oxen come in for 
the extra heavy work of the plantation. The 
enemy to the wheat crop in this climate 
is rust. ‘This is remedied by kanit. 

ITasked Mr. Gywn if he hady out of the 
abundance of his experience and observation, 
any special suggestions to make for the bevetit 
of the farmer generally. Here are some 
things he said: 

‘**Yeli the farmers everywhere to pay more 
attention to their farm—to real agricultural 
interests—and take less notice of political 
frauds. Don’t make the farm simply a stay- 
ing place for the owner at night; but let it be 
converted into home, comfort, happiness, pros- 
perity. Each farmer ought to try, by all fair 
means, to increase the fertility of at least one 
ormore of his fields each and every year, 
until all the place is brought upto the high- 
est possible state of productiveness. Don’t 
scatter too much in unpromising places-- 
neither in energy, money or fertilizers; con- 
centrate is the word—until you can afford to 
scatter generously. Some people call it in- 
tensiveness in farming. It is simply 
common sense. Good judgment should 
dictate that there .be no wasteage 
of any element on the farm.‘ The 
Armours, of Chicago, got rich in the slaughter 
business simply by taking care of and convert- 
ing into good value everything about the 
butchered beef—even to the blood and the hoofs. 
In increasing the fertility of soit, the future 
expense in cultivation is always lessened, 
while the productis enlarged. A plow runs 
better and easier in a soil cxigbaalte deeply 
broken and made mellow by peas or other good 
vegetable manuring, than if or half 
broken at the sta; rtand deep soils are always 

) » protection from drouth or excessive 
raius. No man shoul 
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be brought up to a productive condition by 
on 


proper cultivation, unless the gubstratum is a 
sandy sponge that absorbs the food eloment 
from everything put above it. 

Mr. Gwyn isa zealous allianceman, although 
he has recently felt called upon to publicly 
oppose some of the extreme measures of zeal- 
ots in the alliance party. He says that the 
alliance was originally intended to benefit the 
agricultural interests of the country by making 
simply a brotherhood among farmers without 
any ultimate interference in professional poii- 
tics, but that designing and unworthy men 
have prostitufed the association to different 
ends. He says that as longas tie democratic 
party continues to evince its sympathy and 
gives its labors for the farmer, he expects to 
stick to “the old ship;’’ he don’t like the idea 
of getting into little boats that have never 
been tried in bad weather. He takes 
Mr. Lincoin’s advice, not to swap horses in the 
middie of the streain. 

Mr. Gwyn and his wife are members ef the 
Methodist church. They have two living 
children. Ho is about fifty-six years old, and 
he had some experience as a private soldier in 
the confederate army, especially in the first 
battle of Manassas. Hehas the knack of 
inanaging men, and especially of getting good 
work out of “hands.” He goes with them, 


andif he can’t do anything in the labor he. 


makes the labor of others interesting to them- 
selves; but he wants his men to keep 4c the 
work while he tells the big stories. He works 
chietly with the hireling labor system, ignor- 
ing somewhat the tenant system. He !oves 
to have his farming all done 
under his own eye, and then he knows it is 
well done. He has the reputation of paying 
liberally for the work that he obtains from his 
hired men. Some people here criticise him as 
being too democratic and too liberal in some 
things. He gets all the white labor he wants 
at $10 per month, this including the hireling’s 
board. He now raises all his family supplies, 
and bas an abundance to sell to the man who 
comes to buy. 

If there are blessings or honors for 
those who make two biades of grass 
grow where only one grew before, or where 
none at all would grow before, this man, in his 
success, certainly deserves the highest meeds ; 
and I have given his experience as an instance 
ofaman whohas made a snug fortune in 
farming without putting himself to thé strain 
of producing big annual aoge for the world’s 
markets. Hehas done it by being up early 
and late, and making the improvements of his 
lands the high@st consideratiou—the raising of 
grass, and grain, and meats being the second- 
ary condition—a condition which in the end 
brings its reward of success also.

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An Interview with This Noted Preacher, 
and Something About His Work. 


A VISIT -T0 HIS BEAUTIFUL HOME. 


He Says He Could Make a Thousand 
Dollars a Day. 


(DEA OF MONEY-MAKING AND PREACHING. 


He Denies That He Attempted to Buy Cal- 
vary, and Discusses the Future 
of Palestine. 


New York, October 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The pastor of the biggest church 
in the United States! 

A preacher whose sermons are read every 
week in 15,000,000 fami'ies! 

An author whose books sell by the hundreds 


of thousands! 
A lecturer who is now offered $150,000 for a 


series of talks! 

An intellectual worker, the gray matter of 
whose brain can produce from five hundred to 
one thousand dollars a day the yearround! 

This is the Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, who 
stands before the people of the United States 
jn as many different lights as there are varia- 
tions of the human mind. To many he is sin- 
cere, godly and genuine. ‘Toothers he appears 
false, sacrilegious and a humbug. If the 
former, he is a most wonderful apostle; if the 
latter, he is certainly a most successful hum- 
bug, and in either case, heis by far the most 
interesting characterin the American pulpit 
today. I called upon him at his honie in 
Brooklyn the other day, and had three hours 
of most interesting conversation with him. I 
went with 
chatted with him upon many subjects, 
result is the following: 

Dr. Talmage lives in a big four-story, brown 
stone house on the corner of South Oxford and 
Calvert streets, Brooklyn. It is in a good 
neighborhood, and the house is perhaps the 
finest in the block. Passing up broad, brown 
stone steps, you enter a wide hall, the floor of 
which is porcelain-tiled in blue and yellow. A 
black walnut staircase @ads from the right of 
this hall to the second story, and at the left, 
just opposite this, is the entrance to the par- 
lor. This parlor is about twenty-five feet 
long, and there is another smaller parlor 
separated from it by folding doors at the back. 

Tt contains as many curiosities as a museum. 
Beautiful pictures hang upon the walls, and 
an old master in oils, representing Christ 
easting out devils, hangs just at the left of the 
entrance. The floors are covered with Turkish 
and Persian rugs, which Dr. Talmage picked 
up at Damascus at the time he made the tour 
through the Holy Land, and there are swords 
from Cairo, tables from Constantinople, rare 
busts from Italy, and articles of vertu and 
curios from all parts of the world. On one 
wall there is a banner of silk which a Chinese 
missionary sent to Dr. Talmage, and on a 
stand below it is a piece of elegant old lacquer 
from Japan. There are baskets from Alaska, 
pieces of stcme from the Acropolis, sand from 
the base of the pyramids, achunk of stone 
from Baalbec, and pretty things from every- 
where. The vest of the house corresponds to 
tie parlors, and every article in it seems to 
have a history. 

It is in this parlor that Dr. Talmage receives 
his visitors. Hg is besieged with callers, and 
though he recei+es almost every one he has to 
guard his privacy. His workshop is at the top 
of the house. Itisa big room-furnished in the 
plainest zoanner, and packed full of books. 
There are books on the tables, in the cases and 
onthe floor. Magazines are scattered here 
andthere, and the tables, which take up dit- 
ferent parts of the roo, are littered with man- 
uscripts, newspaper clippings and papers. Not 
a half dozi:n m@gp get into this den during the 
year. Dr. TalMage restricts its occupants to 
himself and his private secretary. The ser- 
vants are mot permitted to c'eanit, and at long 
intervalsonly is Mrs. Talmage allowed in 
with her dust bruch. ‘There are no fancy 
books in this library, and the newest copies 
are torn and mutilated. In using a quotation, 
Dr. Talinage tears out the paragraphs to which 
he refers aud pastes them into his manuscripts 
to save the time of copying them. He does 
the graater part of his work by dictation. He 
dictates readily, and some of his best writings 
are taken down by an amanuonsis at the rate 
of 150 words per minute. 

It was in the parlors that Dr. Talmage re- 
ceived me, and I noted that the step with 
which he entered was firm and springy. He 
will be s?xty years o'din January next, but 
his hair is stijJl brown, his dark, rosy face 
siows that. his blood is full of iron, and he says 
he can eat his three square meals every day 
and enjoy them. He isa big man amd a strong 
one. He is, ] judge, about tive feet eleven, 
and he wei,zhs about one hundred and seventy 
pounds. fis broad shoulders have a slight 
stoop, but they are well padded with muscular 
flesh, and Isis arms look as though they could 
wield an ax as well as Gladstone's. Ho was 
dressed in pi ain business clothés, and I neted, 
as an hour ar so later we walked towards the 
tabernacle, thatthe hat that he wore was a 
derby, and its number, I judge, was about 
eightandalaalf. Dr. Talmage converses as 
wellas he preaches. His talk with me was 
full of bright sayings. It was perfectly un- 
conventional and simple. It covered a great 
variety of subjects, and Ionly give a taste of 
its substance. 

Palestine and the Jews. 

Referring to the Jewish troubles in Ruasia, I 
asked Dr. ‘Talmage if he did not think that 
the Jews would eventually drift back to Pal- 
estine. He replied: 

“IT ‘don’t think the prosperous Jews of Amer- 
ica or Europe ought to go back to Palestine. 
Our Jewish citizens here haveall the comforts 
of civilization. In Palestine they would find

the land and the people, so old in years, newor | 


than the youngest parts of our western frou- 
tier. Theland offers no fie!d for their un- 
doubted ability, and they would be surrounded 
by discon:fort and misery. The future of Pal- 
estine, it seems to me, is not des- 
tined to come from the Jews. It 18 
® field for the work. of _ all ~»na- 
tions, and I believe that all the peoples of the 
earth are to unite in its improvement. The 
country is, toalarge extent, a desert now. 
The lands between Jerusalem and the 
valley of the Jordan afe as barren as tlie 
plains of Colorado, and in climbing up the 


- hills of Judea, you pass through 4 country 


where only the sparsest of vegetation is seen 
on the Lillsides, and where the crop is made up 
of rocks. These hills, however, show evi- 
dences that the land was once a garden. The 
hills are terraced, and you see signs of them 
having been carefully cultivated in past ages. 
I believe it will become a garden again. God’s 
favorite figure is the circle, and Palestine is 
moving in a circle back to its old beauties. 
These rocks which lie upon the _ hills 
above the plains of Sharon where the Phillis- 
tines lived, are limestone. This stone is dis- 
integrating, and becoming skeletonized. The 
lime is sinking into the soil, and Palestine is 
getting by the action of its climate, what our 

spend great sums for @ revivify their 
lands. The climate of Palestine is changing, 
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him over his great tabernacle and, 
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the rainfall is increasing, and at no distant 
date, the land will blossom like the rose. As 
it is, many of the Jews in the Holy Land are 
turning their attention to agriculture. They 
have experimental farms and they are rais- 
ing fine crops. The plains of Sharon are today 
as fertile as any part of the state of New York, 
and the time will come when ths barren bill- 
sides of Judea will produce like our rich lands 
of Westchester county, or like the rich valleys 
about Lancaster, Pennsylvania, or those 
which border on the Scioto, in Ohio.” 

“Will Jerusalem ever becoyne a great city ?” 
I asked. 

Y¢s,’’ replied Dr. Talmage. It has grown 
rapidly during the past few years, and it is 
already fultilling the saying of the prophet 
that it will spread out beyond the walls, and 
will cover even the Place of the Ashes. Un- 
til now, the commentators of the scriptures 
did not know how to interpret this paragraph. 
There was no evidence of any ashes about Je- 
rusalem, and they didn’t know what it meant. 
In the excavations, however, for the new 
buildings outside in the new part of the town, 
ashes are being turned up by the digging for 
every foundation. They are being analyzed 
and are found to be the ashes of wood and the 
ashes of animals. They are in fact the ashe@ 
of the sacrifices of the Jews in the days of the 
past, which for a thousand years were carried 
out of Jerusalem and deposited in that place. 
Jerusalem, in fact, is having quite a real es- 
tate boom. The lands about the city have in- 
creased in value and there has been much 
building.” 

Did Not Attempt to Buy Calvary. 


“How about Calvary, and that story that 
you attempted to buy it of the Turks?” 

“There is no truth in that,’’ repiied Dr. 
Talmage. ‘‘The very idea would have been 
absurd. The Moham:etans will not sell their 
lands to foreigners, and there isa Mohamme- 
tan cemetary on the edge of the spot where 
Christ was crucitied, and you see it would have 
been impossible for me to have purchased ic 
had I wished todoso. Astothat spot being 
the place of the crucifixion, sn I have 
not the slightest doubt. The morning I 
arrived in Jerusalem I went up to the top of 
the house in which I was stopping and took a 
look at the Holy City, I had the Mount of 
Olives pointed out to me, and Mount Mariah, 
and without any one telling me I fixed this 
spot as the place of crucifixion. Why, it cor- 
responds exactly with the descriptions of the 
Bible. Itisa perfect shape of a great skull, 
both inside and outside, and there is a spot on 
its top just large enough for three crosses, It 
Is Without the walls, and the Bible says that 
Jesus was taken outside of the walls to be 
crucified. Itis known that this was the place 
of the execution of malefactors for years prior 
to this time, and it would be the natural place 
for the crucifixion. Besides, it was on the 
edge of the main road leading out of Jerusa- 
lem, and youremember that the Bible says 
that the people wagged their heads at them as 
they wentalong. The spot which has been 
accepted as the place of crucifixion, and over 
which the Church of the Holy Sepulchreis 
built, is in the middle of the city, and it must 
have always been a densely populated spot.’’ 


Doctor Talmage and His Life of Christ. 


“‘By the way, doctor, did you write much of 
your ‘Life of Christ’ while you were in Pales- 
tine?”’ 

‘*Yes,’’ was the reply. ‘I worked at it as 
hard as your worked there during your trip as 
a newspaper correspondent, I found the in- 
spiration of my surroundings conducive to the 
work, and I rewrote much of that I had writ- 
ten before. I took my description of places 
from life, and I found it enabled me to make 
it a better book.” 

‘‘Please tell me about the book, doctor. 
Where did you get the title, andis ita suc- 
cess ?’’ 

“The story of the title,’’ replied Dr. Tal- 
mage, ‘‘isacurious one. I sought fora long 
time fora title, but could find none. ‘The 
Life of Christ’ was too hackneyed. It had 
been, used a number of timesand I wanted 
something new. For weeksI cudgeled my 
brains in vain. JI was thinking of it when I 
was traveling inthe west, and one day as I 
sat in ihe train appreaching Alliance, O., like 
a flasi: came to me the words, ‘From Manger 
to Throne.’ ‘I’ve got it at last,’ said I to my- 
self, and for fear I might lose it, I took out 
my notebook and wrote it down. As tothe 
success of the work, it promisesto be more 
successful than anything I haveevery written. 
Four hundred thousand copies have been sub- 
scribed for, and 250,000 copies have been de- 
livered and paid for. This isa great many, 
considering the fact that the books’ cost 
from $i to $20 per copy. I think 
there is no doubt but that the circula- 
tion will reach a million.” 

“Tell me something of your other books,’’ 
said I. 

‘IT have been writing for years,’ said Dr. 
Talmage, ‘‘and the public has always treated 
me well. We were counting up the other 
day the books that have been published over 
my name as author, and we find there are fifty 
of them and they are translated into nearly all 
the languages of Europe. I got a copy of 
a Scandinavian translation of one of my books 
today. . Of course I can’t read it, but I know 
itis mine from my name as author on the 
title page. Of these different books, I 
have myself published fifteen and Have gotten 


‘receipts from them. The other thirty-five have 


been pirated in one way or another.’”’ 
Money Making and the Pulpit. 

“Dr. Talmage,” sa'd I, “‘you’ve been called 
a money-making preacher. Do you think the 
making of money is incompatibie with your 
profession ?”’ 

“Tf the making of money were the chief 
end of the profession, I would say yes,’ re- 
plied Dr. Talmage. ‘‘Andifit were not en- 
tirely subordinate and apart from it, I wouid 
also say yes.. But when the making of money 
comes entirely from work that does not con- 
flict with the duties of the pulpit, and that in 
fact aids on the work of the profession, I 
would say no. During my whole life I have 
made my preaching and my church the su- 
preme end of my work. I have never madea 
dollar atthe expense of my congregational 
labors, and I have never tried to make money 
for money’s sake. The opportunities and the 
work have been forced upon me. I have ac- 
cepted them, because in doing so [I believe 
that I am at the same time able to do good. I 
refuse hundreds of offers for literary work and 
lectures, because I have not the time to give 
to them, and if, as is often se, my prices for 
such things are called high, they are forced 
upon no one and they’ are i fixed 
in general, not by me, but by bureaus and 
agents through whorn such business is done for 
me. If I would, I could I believe, have 
such engagements as would net me $1,000a 
day the year through, and I have now lying 


‘eon my study table an offer of $150,000 fora 


sg ries of lectures. I never lecture for less than 
$590 or $1,000 a night, and the latter is my 
regular price for the larger cities. When I 
charged a thowsand dollars for going to Chi- 
cagv not long ago to lecture, the fact was made 
a subject of comment by some 
of the newspapers who __ said my 
action was a@ mercenary one. Why, I cannot 
see. YT did not ask Chicago tocall me to lec- 
ture,andjthe receipts of the lecture which were 
held in the Auditorium were, I understand, 
$3,000 in excess of the amount paid me. I get 
numbers of requests for small places offering 
me $500 a night ‘to lecture, and I have today 
received such offers from Knoxville and Mem- 
phis. As it is, I can’t accept many of these 
engagements, though I try to make one or two 
trips a year. Last year I did not goon account 
of the building af the tabernacle, but this sam- 
mer I tfaveled through twentv-three states. 
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covered 20,000 miles and shook hands with at 
least fifteen thousand people.’’ | 
He Talks of His Work. 

“How do you do such an amount of work, 
doctor? Please tell me something of your 
weekly labors.”’ 

“My weeks vary so that I can hardly do 
that,”’ was the reply. “I am engaged nearly 
every day to speak, lecture or preach some- 
where. I’m editor of The Christian Herald 
and write three colnmns a week forit. I 
write an article a week for The Observer, and 
every month I prepare an article for The 
Ladies’ Home Journal, entitled ‘“Un- 
der My Study Lamp.” Then I 
have my Friday night talks, 
my regular sermon, my calls and my mail 
which comes from all parts of the world.” 

*‘How do you get your rest?’’ 

“I save time inevery possible way. 1 use 
stenographers in my work and dictate readily 
and rapidly. I find my chief rest ina change 
of work and the conversation at a dinner 
party, for instance, gives me new life and 
vigor. I remember the New England dinner 
when Henry Grady made his great speech. I 
sat between him and General Sherman, and 
the talk of that night was one of the pleasant- 
est episodes of my life. It was an effervesence 
elixir to my tired brain, and I arose from the 
table wonderfully refreshed.” 

Talmage on General W. T. Sherman. 


The conversation here took a ‘shoot into 
reminiscence, and Dr. Talmage spoke of Gen- 
eral Sherman. Said he: , 

“IT noted your interview with John Sher- 
man of a week or soago. You represent him 
rightly. The world does not know what a 
social and lovable side there is to his character 
and the virtues of General Sherman are not 
appreciated as they should be. I had a close 
friendship with him and I have many letters 
from him. His bluffness and rugged good 
nature blinded people to his extraordinary 
literary ability. His letters were models of 
diction. Evon his speeches, though 
he spoke extemperaneously and some- 
times haltingly, were well worded, 
and there was no ~wmore_ delightful 
talker in private. I remember a night I 
spent with him in St. Louis. General Sher- 
man was not well enough to attend my lec- 
ture, but he sent me a note asking me to come 
tohis house after I wasthrough. I did so, 
and we spenta long evening together. Dur- 
ing this time he gave me ideas of the war that 
I never had before. He went over the whole 
of it, criticising this man and that, and giving 
me much unwritten history. He uttered 
things, which, had they been given to an un- 
scrupulous -person, would have furnished 
big newspaper sensations, and would have 
brought high prices in the literary newspaper 
inarkets. He was a most lovable man iu 
his family relations, and he had a gentle side 
to his character which was very charming.”’ 

The World Growing Better. 

“Dr. Talmage,”’ said I, ‘don’t you think 
the world grows worse as it grows older?” 

“No,” replied the preacher, “I donot, I 
think the world is growing better instead of 
growing worse, and lam in all things rather 
an optomist rather than a pessimist. I often 
hear the mechanical inventions, the reapers, 
the mowers, the electric wires,the steam en- 
gine, etc., spoken of as the great wonders of 
nodern times. The greatest marvel to me of 
modern times is the true Christian spirit which 
grows from daytoday. Our greatest wonders 
are our good men and good women. In the 
azes of the pastthere was one great philan- 
thropist in a half-dozen centuries, and for the 
next ten or twenty generations he was the 
wonder of history. The people placed a halo 
around his head, and they worshiped him and 
wondered at him. Now, we have a great 
philanthropist in every town, and a dozen in 
every city. It took 500 years to producea 
George Peabody, and Peter Cooper 
would have been an = imnpossibility 
in any other age than ours. “ That 
man’s work is the wonder of modern times, 
His institution has mothered a thousand other 
institutions. From his example have sprung 
hundreds of free libraries, hospitals and 
schools and the work of charity grows in an 
ever-increasing ratio as the times go on.”’ 

Our Wonderful Women, 


‘Look at the men and women of today!’’ 
Dr. Taimage went on. “There has never 
been such a generation. Take our women! 
A few years ago, soft flesh, a slender waist, a 
polite Janguor, a do-nothing air, were the ele- 
ments of the so-called beautiful women. Now 
our girls pride themselves upon being strong. 
The roses of health bloom in their cheeks. 
They stand tirm upon their feet and swing 
their arms from the shoulder. They have 
strong frames and healthy, well-trained minds. 
They are the apostics of physical culture, and 
every town hasits woman's gymnasium. It 
is the same with our young men. We are de- 
veloping a stronger race and a better race. 
This is mentally and physically. The old say- 
ing that there is no roval road to learning is a 
thing of the past. Ourchildren have sucha 
road and it is an asphalt pavement compared 
with the rough corduroy of my childhood, 
When I was a boy, children had to be whipped 
to make them gotoschool. Now they cry if 
they can’t go. I spent my school daysina 
country school. Wehad 100 children in one 
room, and we sat on rough benches so high 
that our feet dangled six inches above the 
floor. The rod was not spared and the rule 
was on: of terror rather than kinduess. 
member the school was always opened with 
prayer. The teacher prayed. He held his 
hands with his fingers spread wide apart over 
his eyes as he prayed, and he kept his eyes on 
the school to see that the scholars preserved a 
decent reverence and attention. When he 
saw one of us doing otherwise, he dropped his 
hand, suspended his prayer and came down 
and thrashed the offender and then went back 
aud finished the prayer. We had no music 
but thecrying of the children when whipped. 
We had no drawing, and our studies were of 
the most arbitrary kind, forced out of us in 
the most arbitrary way.”’ 

Free Thought and Christianity. 

“How ahout religion and free thought, 
doctor?’’ said I. ‘‘Thechurches seem to be 
growing more liberal every year. Infidelity 
is growing in all religions the world over, and 
the tendency seems to be to the breaking down 
of all faith.’’ 

‘You are right in saying that the churches 
are becoming more libera],”’ replied Dr. Tal- 
mage. ‘*Weare getting closer and closer to- 
gether every year, and religion is becom- 
ing more and more a religion of sympathy and 
kindness. We have thousands of real Chris- 
tians now who hardly know they are Chris- 
tians. They cannot be called intellectual 
Christians, and the purely intellectual Chris- 
tian, the Christian of reason rather than faith, 
is of little accountin the world anyhow. He 
is an iceberg, and heis of good neither to him- 
self nortoany oneelse. You speak of the 
growing infidelity among the believers of 
other religions the world over. The tendency 
of man when he gives up the God of his 
fathers is for a time to believe in no God 
whatever, and itis only after atime that he 
comes around tostudy and believe in another 
religion. 

I believe that any religion is better than no 
rekigion, and I believe that the Christian re- 
ligion is destined to conquer the world. Peo- 
ple are surprised that the church does not ad- 
vance more rapidly. They forget that the 
world has just been discovered. Our hemis- 
phere is but a few hundreds of years old, and 
Columbus only discovered its shell. Asia and 
Africa have been practically unknown to us 
until now and they are stilltoa great extent 
undiscovered, Itis the same with the world 
in other respects as in its geographical ones. 
We are jus? a nn to know i€ and its pos- 
sibilities. Modern inventions are coming in 
to help us, and we are now ready for the first 
time to begin work in earnest. The railroad 
and the steamboat have been invented to 
carry us to our fields, and the phonograph has 
come in to do its great share in the missionary 
work of the future. I believe the phonograph 
is going to be our test preacher. When 
the manager of the d of missions can say, 
‘Send 300: ties 
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will see the possibilities. Then our missionary 
scholars can do their work surrounded by civ- 
ilization and supported by the best of God’s 
ozone. Now the climate and hardships of ‘life 
kill hundreds. Then we can have a thousand 
men where we have one now, and one sermon 
can travel'from one end of the country to the 
other and preach its mission to millions.”’ 

A Story of Gladstone and Lord Napier. 

“You say the world is growing better,” Dr. 
Talmage wenton. “I tell you the world is 
better than you think. There are spotsof true 
Christian feeling and spirit animating the 
darkest parts of our darkest continents. I re- 
member an incident that happened not long 
ago when I was visiting the great English 
statesman, Mr. Gladstone. We wereat Ha- 
warden. It was just after his eightieth birth- 
day, and we were out in his big park running 
together along the road. Gladstone called it a 
promenade, but he kept me on the trot to keep 
up with him, and he asked questions just as 
fast as he walked. He kept throwing sticks 
for his dog to run after and bring back to him, 
and he would jerk out all sorts of questions. 
‘Do yon see that fine sycamore there?’ he 
would say. ‘I venture to say that you did not 
see anything like thatin the Holy Land, did 
you?’ At Jast the conversation drifted into 
this very subject of which you are asking, and 
Gladstone made the same remark that I have 
made to you, and illustrated it with this story. 
Said he: ‘On this very spot where we are 
now. walking, Lord Napier walked with me 
shortiy alter his return from Africa, and as he 
walked he told me the story ofa soldier who 
had had his leg broken in one of the skir- 
mishes, and who was being carried back with 
the army towards home. ‘As we went on,”’ 
said Lord Napier, *‘his leg got worse,and I saw 
that ho would die before he got into the ship. 
His only chance of salvation was 
dmmediate rest and quiet. At this time 
Wwe came to a fitde tent in which an 
old African woman lived. I besought her to 
take the man in and care for him, and I 
offered what must have seemed to her a very 
large sum of money for such 4 service. She 
refused to take the money, though I urged her 
to do so, and when I wasin despair, thinking 
she would not care for the man, she looked up 
at me and fsaid: ‘White man, 1 don’t want 
your money; I will not take your money. I 
have enough. But I will take care of this 
man and do the best I can for him, becanse’— 
and here she raised herdiands toward the sky 
—'I believein the great God above us.’”” We 
left the man with her and he recovered.’ 
‘Whether this woman was a Christian or not, 
I donot know,.’”’ replied Dr. Talmage, ‘‘or 
where she got her Christianity, I do not know. 
I onlv know that her spirit was a Christian 
one, and had shone brightly amid the darkness 
of Africa.” 


Talmace on Sensational Preathing. 


“Dr. Talmage, you have been accused of 
being a sensational preacher. Do you believe 
in sensational preaching ie’ 

“If you cail sensational preaching,’’ replied 
the divine, “the striving after striking effects, 
merely to astonish the people or to create a 
stir, itis wrong. Butif sensational preaching 
is the sensation arising from the presentation 
of truth, itis right. ‘Truth is always surpris- 
ing, and righily penees it ought not to fail 
to creaie a sensation. he opponents of such 
preaching are often men Who are as heavy in 
their remarks asa load of bricks. They are 
too lazy or too dull to rise out of the common- 
place and they often vegetate or die of the dry 
rot. 
believe that our preachers are improving in 
power as the world goes on. Our seminaries 
turn out better me? every year, and they will 
this year furnish the best crop of young men 
in their history.”’ 

The Brooklyn Tabernacle. 

Leaving the house we then walked around 
the block tothe Brooklyn tabernacle. It is 
the biggest church in the United States and is 
one of the finest churches in the world. Its 
tower of red brick and stone rises 160 feet from 
the ground and its four corners have columns 
which remind you of the beauties of the Kutab 
Minar. Its entrances are of stone, richly 
carved, andit covers more than halfan acre 
of ground. Standing in tie galleries, the 
scene below you makes you think of the colis- 


seu at Rome, and the great organ which*® 


stands opposite youis one of the largest ever 
made. Itvhas four «banks of keys, 100 stops 
and appliances, and its pipes number 4,500. 
Dr. Talmage ‘stands on a platform with no 
desk nor pulpit in front of him, and he ad- 
dresses here an audience of 7,000 souls every 
Sunday. Thechurch was almost completed 
while Dr. Talmage was in the Holy Land. It 
was sturted after he left New York on that 
tour, and its cost has been, up tothis time, 
$45,000. Itis the third church which Dr. 
Talmage has built in Brooklyn, andit isa 
monument worthy of his genius. .

WASHINGTON, October 24.—[Special.]—Sec- 
retary Foster may be said to be the “mixer” of 
thepresent administration. Of all the members 
of President Harrison’s cabinet, he alone 


seems to have the natural qualification of © 


being able to mingle freely and complacently 
in all sorts of company. This is probably a 
talent acquired during his early experience as 
a country storekeeper. : 

There is really an overabundance of stolid 
dignity in the cabinet. Redfield Proctor, who 
is about to relinquish the war portfolio, is 8 
plain and unaffected gentiemen, but he cannot 
mingle in the popular sense. Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller is extremely dignified and self- 
contained, and the same may be said of Gen- 
eral Noble, secretary of the interior. The 
postmaster general has fixed religious views 
that keep him away from resorts of 
jollity and amusement, though officially, he 
is approachable and genial. Secretary Tracy, 
since domestic bereavements, has been 
geen but little. Secretary Blaine enjoys the 
reputation of being one of the handiest men in 
the country in adapting himself to the people 
around him, but certainly since he became a 
member of President Harrison's cabinet the 
greater part of that old-time geniality has dis- 
appeared. His recent illness has made him al- 
most a stranger to Washington, but before his 
indisposition and while at the head of his de- 
partment, he could hardly be’said to be an ap- 
proachable man. 

The influence of the president may have 
something todo with the stiffness pervading 
the cabinet. He has never been on familiar 
and easy terms with men in general, and those 
whom he has gathered sbout bim appear to 
have become equaliv reserved. 

When Secretary Foster was called to the 
head of the treasury department upon the 
death of Mr. Windom, the public was not long 
in discovering that there was one member of 
the cabinet who could mix. The first base- 
ball game of the season found Foster perched 
fn the grand stand, and he did not 
miss game during the summer when it 
was possible for him toattend. Itig his cus- 
tom to drop into the theaters in leisure mo- 
ments in the evening. He laughs atthe horse- 
play of the farce comedies, interests himself 
in the evolutions of the skirt dance, walks out 
for a clove between acts, and apologizes to no 
one for either coming or going. He has be- 
come known in the cabinet in the same light

L re- 
membered how astonished I was that he 
didn’t do a great deal of taiking, and he 
wasn’t tall like I thought he would be, and 
somehow I liked his being modest and rather 
timid. [remembered how sorry I was when 
his little boy diedand how I couldn’t keep the 
tears back when I read what he wrote about 
him, and how I wanted to write him what I 
felt—yet I couln’t and didn’t. 
Love for the Southland. 

As I came out of the book-‘shop” 
I heard the organ” grinder playing’ 
“Way Down Upon the Suwanee River’ 
—another voice from our southiand 


had to defend her from some critics, who have 
been discussing us considerably since the 
death of James Russel! Lowell, who said that 
he couid never understand the preference of 
the Knglish aristocracy for the southerners. 
We do not care how much they say against 
the principles of slavery, for we do not be- 
lieve in it and would not have it back for any- 
thing, but it makes the flush come to the 
southern cheek when the idea is laughed at 
that our slaves were happy with conscientious, 
kind masters and mistresses who felt their re- 
sponsibilities, and [ wonder from what sort 
of inhuman mothers, fathers, grandfathers 
and grandmothers they think we descended! 
Then we take a meanish pleasure in saying 
that so many of our ancestors in the south who 
owned slaves were English. 

We know that there never 
was a more happy, ideal life than thaton the 
old plantation and, that our generation will 
never experience the good times our parents 
had—yet, Somehow, this work-a-day time 
seems fuller and must keep every energy of 
brain and brawn more on the alert. 

We know that there never lived a more 
sympathetic, generous, liberal-minded, courtly, 
big-hearted and lenient people than our own 
ancestors, all overthe south. I know their 
bravery in defending their own. 
It is a matter of pride that my 
own father was a2 major and my noble hus- 
band was the youngest captainin the confed- 
erate army. I glory in the grand strength and 
beauty of character which our people have 
shown in accepting the situation; in strug- 
gling manfully with brow-sweating hard 
strokes of honest work back to prosperity; 
killing false}pride, and, with candor and noble- 
ness of character, shaking hands in friend- 
ship with those who honestly opposed them. 
In tinding it necessary to defend our people it 
brings a prouder, stronger love for the land of 
our birth: anaI can well understand how a 
girl, in defending her sweetheart, brings out 
all the more clearly to her own heart his good 
qualities, and it makes her love him harder 
thanever. It is always rather favorable to 
a young fellow, when he feels in his own heart 
that he is worthy, to discover that the ‘old 
people’’ don’t quite like him. 

I astonished an Englishman by telling him 
how we warmly welcome the northern people 
to our homes and hearts, and make thein one 
of us, and that we seidom even think of the 
war, Which is all over. 

In Paris, the other week, I went to see same 
native Africaus. The way some of them cut 
the ‘‘double shuftie’”’ and ‘patted’? with 
perfect time as they sung their werd, 
plaintive-sounding songs, reminded me of 
some of the real old-fashioned ‘‘darkies’’ out 
in the country at home who roll the whites of 
thoir eyes and grin good-naturedly. Esnecigally 
out in Dougherty county, miles off from hep 
little city of culture, Albany, can this sneci- 
men of the real negro be found where they 
have lived on the saine cotton plantation for 
generations. 

Ian looking at these native Africansin Paris 
on display by an _ enterprising show- 
man, I could not help comparing 
them with the negro race» in_ the 
south today, and I thought with our own hon- 
ored Baptist minister, Dr. Henry McDonald, 
and Governor Bullock, the liberal-minded 
northerner, who says he findsit pleasant to live 
in the south, that slavery hassurely been a 
great means of civilizing the negro--it did 
more for them than I fear hundreds of years of 
missionary work will do in their own coun- 
try. J

MEXICAN BULL FIGHT. 


Revival of. the National Sport at the 
Cactus Capital. 


NINE ANIMALS ARE SLAUGHTERED 


To Furnish Amusementito a Shouting Mul- 
titude—-A Queer Charity—Presi- 
dent Diaz’s Reception, 


City or Mexico, October 24.—The revival 
of bull fighting in the City of Mexico last week 
was in the name of charity. A comnaittee of 
ladies of this capital, with Mrs. Diaz, the wife 
of the president, at their head, organized it for 
the benetit of the sufferers from the floods in 
Spain. It was one of the greatest spectacies 
of the Mexican national sport ever witnessed 
on the North American continent. 

The time set was 2:30 in the afternoon. For 
an hour previous San Francisco street, the 
Avinida Juaraz and the Paseo de la Reforma 
presented a most animated scene, Carriages 
of every degree, from the Jandaus of ministers 
and senators, with cockades and liveries, down 
to the commonest hacks, jostled together on 
their way to the bull fight. 

A stream of pedestrians bent on the same er- 
rand filled the sidewalks, while from the balco- 
nies and housetops thousands watched the 
passing throng. At the Piaza de Toros the 
people came in from every direction, but so 
perfect was the police arrangements that no 
dithculty or disorder was encountered, and the 
human tide poured into the great amphithea- 
ter without delay or personal discomfort. 

Different estimates place the number in at- 
tendance at froin ten to tweive thousand per- 
sons. Two military bands were present and 
fonr companies of infantry served to insure 
good order. A long row of boxes intended for 
the president and his party, the committee of 
ladies and their friends and the members of 
the Spanish Casino were elaborately decorated 
with bunting, the Spanish arms and palm 
branches. 

Presently a ro)! from the drums, a flourish of 
trumpets, followed by the national hymn by 
the band stationed outside the amphitheater, 
announced the arrival of the président of the 
republic. His appearance in his box was the 
signal for enthusiastic cheers onthe part of the 
spectators, salutes by the soldiers and a repeti- 
tion of the national hymn by the band inside 
the enclosure. 

The popular applause was genuine and uni- 
versal. Hundreds of miniature Spanish and 
Mexican flags were unfurled and waved by the 
people present during the posting of the Mexi- 
can ensignin front of the presidential box.

Five horsemen, in 
classic Spanish costumes, entered. monnted on 
Andalusian stallions. Following’ these came 
the squad of fourteen bul! fighters clad in satin 
covered with gold and silver lace. Then came 
the picadores and the wise monkeys, as the 
supernumeraries of the ring are called. Alto- 
getherit was a brilliant pageant, and con- 
tained some fifty men. The principals tossed 
their cloaks tofriends among the spectators, 
who consider their custody a special honor. 

The tirst bull was of the celebrated breed of 
Atenco, yellow in color. Immediately upon 
his entrance into the ring he fatally gored two 
horses and narrowly missed impaling one of 
the capadores. The first banderillos were very 
faithfully put in,and from them butsta cloud 
of streamers showing the Spanish and Mexican 
national colors,which completely enveloped 
the bull. The chief matadore then advanced 
to the box of the representive of the city coun- 
cil,who presided, and made the customary 
speech : 

‘IT salute you and this great 
brave men and beautiful women. 

Two strokes of the sword failing to kill the 
bull, the crowd became impatient, and de- 
manded that the bull be lassoed and removed 
from the ring. 

The second bul! was a big black casedora, 
With long horns curving inward. His first act 
was to toss a horse, with his rider, lifting him

ving his face and hanging their hats on his 
horns. He would not charge the horses, and 
for this reason he was removed by means of 
oxen, who were brought into the ring, and then 
all the animals were driven out together. One 
of the oxen charged at a capadore, to the in- 
tinite amusemént of the crowd. 

The fourth bull was aiso an Atenco. On en- 
tering he charged a horse with great fury, 
throwing him over backward upon his rider. 
The horse was disemboweled and killed out- 
right. His rider was picked up unconscious 
and carried from the arena. Later he was re- 
ported fatally injured, and probably will not 
scrvive the night. The ball charged two other 
horses with similar resuits, except that one of 
the riders was nimble enough to junp aside, 
aud the other, although caught under his horse, 
did not sufferjany injury. Nieto, the matador, 
was inost daring in his play with the bull and 
killed him at a single stroke, the sword pierc- 
ing the bull’s heart.

Camal- 
ano advanced to kill the bull, but his previous 
bad killing made him unpopular, and a gen- 
eral and long-sustained ‘‘no” swelled intoa 
mighty chorus of several minutes’ duration. 
He struck the bu!! six different times withoat 
kill:ng him, and he was driven ont, and 
Caimalano retired in disgrace. 
W President Diaz and party lett the ring during 
the killing of the eighth bull. The banderiilos 
that had been stuck into the bulls were after 
the fight sold by peddlers at extravagant 
prices. This was one of the greatest fights 
that Mexico has seen for vears, and the amount 
received for admission fees is supposed to 
reach $25,000. Thegreat crowd was demon- 
strative, but good natured and orderly, and by 
their cordial reception of President Diaz gave 
the best possible proofs that he is personally 
ee popular with the people of this 
city.

“PLORIDA FACTS. 


Looking Into the Freight Charges of the 
Florida Roads. 


INTERSTATE COMMISSION APPEALED TO, 


The Fish Interests of the State—The Paving 
efthe Streets—Quarrel witha 
Street*Railroad. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 24.—[Special. } 
Mr. J. J. Willie, agent of the interstate com- 
merce commission, was in attendance at the 
alliance convention in the interest of the 
farmers of the state. The commission has of 
late been receiving so many letters from ship- 
pers and producers, complaining of excessive 
freight charges, that Mr. Willie was sent to 
look into the matter. It is very likely, how- 
ever, that nothing much will be accomplished 
in the way of relief. The interstate com- 
merce commission has jurisdiction only over 
lung hauls from one state to another, and as 
the transportation companies have been shrewd 
enough to make the excessive charges com- 
plained of only from the initial shipping points 
to some basal point within the state, such as 
Jacksonville, Gainesville, Callahan or Live 
Oak, the interstate commission has no au- 
thority to interfere. 

This would be a matter for a state commis- 
sion, and as the Florida people, by their repre- 
sentatives in the legislature of 1891, abolished 
that commission, they now find themselves in 
a large measure at the mercy of the transpor- 
tation companies. It may be remembered that 


some mouths ago the orange and the strave | 


berry growers iodged formal complaints before 
the interstate commission against the 
excessive charges of the transporta- 
tion companies. With the proverbial slowness 
of action of great bodies, no decision has been 
as yet rendered in this case, but there is more 
reason for de}ay in this instance than is usual. 
Commissioner Bragg, in whose charge the 
matter of the orange rates was placed, has 
died, and the rest of the commission have 
lately been taking their annual vacation. They 
state, however, that they will soon be prepared 
to act upon the more immediately important 
case, that of the oranges. 
The Fish Commission. 


Although Florida’s fish interests are perhaps 
greater than those of any other state in the 
union, it has no fish commission, or at least no 
working commission, although the legislature 
of two years ago authorized the appointment 
ofone. The national commission has, in this 
H. Cary, fish 
commissioner of Georgia, to make a tour of in- 
spection through the siate, and he is now trav- 
eling through south Florida with an eye to the 
artificial propagation of shad in the St. Johns 
river. 

The national commission regards it as a 
matter of certainty that shad will eventually 
disappear from its waters unless this is done, 
and the work of the commission in stocking 
Georgia rivers, eventhose in which shad are 
not naturally found, has been so successful 
that they are encouraged to extend their oper- 
ations to the head waters of the St. Johns. 

No Authority to Pave. 


The pavement of Bay street, the principal 
business street of Jacksonville, has for some 
time been in a very badcondition. The street 
is laid with cedar blocks, and when it once 
commenced to yield to the combined infla- 
ences of weather and heavy teaming its dete- 
rioration was rapid. The public has been 
very much agitated over its repaving, and the 
merits of the various paving materials havo 
been freely discussed. Consequently the sur- 
prise was great when somebody discovered 

the board of public works, 

has charge of all such matters, 

no right whatever to lay a sin- 

gle footof paving in the city of Jackson- 
ville. The city charter has a clause with re- 
lation to the laying of sidewalks, but by some 
unaccountable oversight there is absolutely no 
ordinance relating to the paving of the streets. 
An appropriation had been made by the coun- 
cil for paving, but now it cannot be used until 
a special ordinance can be passed permitting it, 

Jacksonville is involved in a quarrel with 
its street railway company over this matter of 
paving. The railroad company 18, by its char- 
ter, required to keep its portion of the streets 
through which it passes in as good repair as is 
the adjacent portion of the streets, and, of 
course, after the customary manner of corpo- 
rations, it has interpreted this-to mean that 
they may be keptin as ‘‘bad’’ repair as any 
adjacent portion of the streets, and they defy 
the city to make them do otherwise.

Something About the Plums Which Are 
the Prizes for Success in New 
York City Politics. 


New Yorx, October 24.—[Special.]--No 
organization or faction, that was of itself only 
asmall partofa great political party, ever 
before enjoyed the vast power and patronage 
now controlled by Tammany hall.

Taimmany hall is 
in absolute control of every department of both 
city and county government. 

The average New York taxpayer probably 
does not know the number of sinecures that 
are attached tothe city government, and if 
taxpayers stopped to reason about such things 
some of them might in time be abolished, but 
the rule is to create move of them at every op- 
portunity. 

This list of the principal municipal and 
county offices, with the salaries attached, may 
enable the reader to understand why Tammany 
hall is such a power in New York politics, and 
a word of exp!anation here may be necessary. 
The municipa! and county governments are so 
intricately intermingled that it becomes a 
difficult problein to say where the one leaves 
off and the other begins, but the officials of 
both are paid out of the same treasury. 

To begin with the official and nominal head 
of the municipal government, the mayor re- 
ceives a salary of $10,000 per year. He has a 
private secretary at $5,000 a year, and six 
clerks, whose salaries range from $2,250 to 
$1,200. 

There are twenty-six aldermen and twenty- 
five of them receive salaries of $2,000 per 
annum each. The president of the board re- 
ceives $3,000. The chief clerk of the board 
receives $5,000 per annum, and under him are 
sixteen deputy clerks whose salaries range 
from $2,500 to $900 per year. 

At the head of the finance department of 
the city isthe comptroller, whose salary is 
$10,000 a year. There isa deputy comptroller 
at $7,000 and an assistant deputy at $4,250. 
For the clerical work of the department, 
there are thirty-eight clerks, bookkeeper and 
stenographer whose salaries range from $4,000 
to $800 per year. 

In the auditing bureau of the finance de- 
partment there are thirty-three men at salaries 
of $4,250 to $1,200. 

In the bureau for the collection of arrears of 
taxes and water rents twenty-one men are 


employed, and they receive from $4,250 to $900 


per year. 

In the bureau for the collection of taxes are 
fifteen men who are paid from $4,000 to $900. 
The bureau for the collection of city revenues 
fron markets employs fifteen men in the of- 
fice, and they receive from 24,500 to $1,000. 
Then there isa special engineer at $2,500 and 
a special office boy at $2.50 per day. All these 
bureaus are under the control of the finance 
department. 

The city chamberlain is the hightest salaried 
officer of the municipal government. He re- 
ceives $25,000 per vear, out of which he pays 
Qn assistant and a clerk. 

In the law department the sinecnres bezin 
to develop. The counse! to the corporation is 
paid $12,000 per year. He has cne assistant at 
$10,000, one at $7,000 and nine more assistan‘'s 
whose salaries are from $4,500 to $2,500, 
For the clerical work of the © oftice 
thirty-two clerks, stenographers, etc., are eimn- 
ployed at salaries of $5,000 to $780 per year. 

But the counsel tothe corporation and his 
assistants do not do all the legal work. There 
is @ Corporation attorney at $4,000 a year, and 
he has nine clerks and process servers whose 
coic pensation is at §2.300 to $1,200 per annun. 

There is a public administrator at $4,000 2 
year and he is allowed six assistants at $2,400 
to $1,200 each. 

_The police department, the pride of all New 
Yorkers, empioys ali told 5,500 men. There 
are four police commissioners at $5,000 a year 
each, a sunerintendent at *6,000, one inspector 
at $5.000 and three at $5,500 each. There are 
eighteen police surgeaus at S2.250 each. The 
commissioners have a chieic erk at 85.000 a 
year, and thirty-four other clerks who are paid 
$3,000 to $1,500each. There are thirty-tive 
police captains at $2,750 each,and 160 sergeauts 
at $2,000 eacli. 

To preside at the police courts there are fif- 
teen jus ices who receive $8,000 per annum 
each, and are appointed for nine years. 

In the street-c eaniig department there isa 
commissioner at $6,000 a vear, a deputy at 
$5,000 and twenty-three clerks who are paid 
$2,800 to $1,500 and in this department a sinall 
army of :aborers are constantly employed. 

The commissioner of public works is paid 
$8,000 per year. He has a deputy at $6,000 
and an ottice force, including engineer and in- 
Spectors, of eighty-five nen who receive from 
$5,000 to $900 per aunum. In this depart- 
ment there are eight bureaus of various kinds 
employing from eight to sixty inen each whose 
salaries range from $4,800 to. S900 per year. 

The fire department is in charge of three 
commissioners who receive $5,000 a vear each 
and they have seventeen secretaries and book- 
keepers whose pay is from $4,000 to 81.200 a 
year. The chief of the depariment receives 
$5,000 a year, two deputy chieis $3.500 each, 
and twelve battalion chiefs are paid 82,750 each. 

Attached to the fire department is the 
bureau of building inspection, with a superin- 
tendent at $4,000, two assistants at $3,000, and 
sixty-nine clerks and inspectors paid from 
$2,500 to $1,100 each. The bureau is also pro- 
vided with an attorney, who receives $4,000, 
and is allowed two assistants at $2,500) each. 
The fire alarin telegraph system requires a 

superintendent at ©3,500,, and seventeen men 
at $1,800 to £1,000 each. 

The department of charities and corrections, 
Which includes the many prisons, hospitals, 
asylums, etc., is presided over by three com- 
missioners, who receive $5,000 a year each. 
To do the work of the department nearly two 
thousand peonle are omploved at salaries rang- 
ing from $2,500 to $240 a year. 

The health department has a president at 
$5,000, a commissioner at $4,000, a secretary at 
$4,800, an atterney at 4,800, and ten clerks 
at $3,000 to $1,200each. The sanitary bureau of 
the health department has a snperintendent at 
$4,800, and 150 men at $3,000 to $1,200 each. 

In the park department are the only officials 
who receive no salaries. The president of the 
board gets $5.000 a vear, and the clerk $4 000, 
but the three commissioners receive no salary. 
A small army of laborers and bookkeepers are 
employed in this departinent. 

© look after the docks ot the city there are 
three commissioners at $5,000 a year each, 
twenty-five clerks and dockmasters at $3,000 
to $1,800, an engineer at $6,000, and fifteen 
assistanis at $3,000 to $1,000. 

The department of taxes and assessments 
has a president at $5,000, twocommissioners at 


$4,000 each, and forty-four clerks and deputies’ 


at $3,000 to $1,500. 
The excise board, whith issues liquor. li- 


censes, is composed of three commisrioners at 
$5,000 a year each. They are ably assisied by 
sixty clerks and inspectors at $3,000 to $1,200 
edeh. . : 

The aqueduct commissioners are foar in 
number, and receive $5,000 a year. They have 
a chief engineer at $10,000 a year, and'a secre- 
tary at $4,000. ae ¢ 

‘There are two commissioners of accounts at 
$5,000 a year each, assisted by fifteen well-paid 
clerks, 

The official proceedings of all the meetings 
of the various departments are published in 
The City Record, and the gentleman who su- 
pervises the publication receives $5,000 a year. 

The sheriff of the county receives a salary of 
$12,000 a year and one-half of all the ies col- 
lected, and the office is worth $100,000 a year. 
He has an under-sheriff at $5,000 and an attor- 
ney at $6,000, and a small army of deputies are 
well paid. 

The county clerk receives $15,000 a year and 
has forty deputy clerks at $5,000 to $900 each. 

The register is paid $12,000, and the highest 
priced of lis seventy-five clerks is paid $5,000 
a year. 

The surrogate receives $15,000, his chief 
clerk $7.000, and the thirty-tive other clerks 
$4,000 down to $1,000. 

There are four coroners at $5,000 a year 
each, znd they are allowed to employ four 
physicians at $5,000 each. 

The district attorney is paid $12,000 a year. 
Ile has five assistants at $7,500 each, and 
seven deputy assistants at $5,000 to $5,000 
each. His office employs twenty clerks at 
$3,000 to $1,000. 

The commissioner of jurors receive $5,000, 
and employs twenty cierks. 

Thesvcven judges of the supreme court receive 
$11,500 each, and require thirty-tive clerks and 
attendants. , 

The six superior court judges are paid $15,- 
000 each, and get along with thirty-five clerks 
whe receive from $6,000 to $1,000. 

Six judges of the court of common pleas re- 
ceive $15,000 each, and the four judges of the 
court of general sessions $12,000 each, and the 
two courts get along with thirty-tive clerks at 
salaries ranging from 87,000 to $1,000, 

Tiere are six judges of the city court and 
they are paid $10,000 each a year. Then there 
are eleven district court judges at $6,000a year 
each. 

Add to this list the thousands of laborers em- 
ployed in the various departments and some 
idea is gained of the patronage at the disposal 
of Tammany ball. Then there_are-contracts 
amounting to million of dollars a 
vear to be awarded, and manv of them are 
awarded without competitive bidding. Ikiun- 
dreds of men have grownrich off city con- 
tracts. 

Does not all thisexpiain why Tammany hall 
is the inost powerful political organization in 
existence ?

Why the Factions Quarrel. 
harmony now existing within 
the ranks of the democratic party 
in New York is as near genuine as 
it is possible to keep the article when one fac- 
tion of a party isin office and the other out. 
Tie splits in the party. inthis city and state 
have never been on questions of party policy.

While a division exists in this city and the 
sma!l rebelling factions have placed tickets in 
the Seld for the local oftices, every man who 
calls himself a democrat is supporting the 
state ticket. The Cooper Union ratification 
meeting thoroughly deinonstrated that.

The refusal of the state convention to recog- 
nize the delegates of the county democracy of 
this city was justified by party rules and pre- 
cedents, and instead of widening the breach 
in the party it really helped to bring aboutthe 
presenty harmony. The so-called county dem- 
ocrats had allied themselves with the republic- 
aps tn local contests which, according to party 
usage, placed them outside the lines of the 
democratic party. They had no rightin the 
Saratoga convention. 

The democratic opposition to Tammany in 
this city is merely the factional oppsition to 
those in power that develops in every nfunici- 
pality.

to belgng to it, but whatever may be said 
against the society this much can always be 
said in its favor, it is intensely democratic. 

Tie county democracy, tlhe Vorhis democ- 
racy, the Stickler association and all the other 
factions ure simply the personal followings of 
afew professional politicians who want office 
and cannot get it under a Tammany govern- 
ment. Give the leaders of all those factions 
fat city offices, andin a week they and all 
their foliowars would be Tammany men. 
These are the men who furnish the material 
for the never-ending discussion that goes on 
all over the country about an alleged want of 
harmony among New York democrats. 

Many of them have been Tammany men. 
They did a little work, which was of no value 
except in theirown estimation, and in return 
for it they demanded oftice for themselves and 
patronage for their friends. Failing to get 
either they bolted the organization, raised a 
hue andcry about the corrupt methods of 
Tammany, and declared there was no harmony 
within the ranks of the democracy in New 
York. These men claim a power and follow- 
ing they never had. <All} their talk about caus- 
ing a serious split in the ranks of the party is 
bosh. They must be democrats or republicans 
in astate or national election. There is no 
half-way ground. They must stay in the party 
orgetout. They can go on nominating men 
for local offices and trying to combine all the 
opposition to Tainmany. All such efforts will 
fail as they have failed again and again in the 
past. Taminany may be corrupt, that is not 
the question at issue. But pure or foul itis 
the only straightout democratic organization 
in New York, anditis the most powerful of 
its kind in the world. 

What Control of the City Means. 

Absolute control of the city and county gov- 
ernments of New York means an iminense 
anount of party patronage for the party in 
power. 
inents is absolute. The braves are soe firmly 
entrenched in power that a combination of all 
the other political parities and factions in the 
city cannot drive them ont. It. is only good 
politics that Tammany men shonid be re- 
warded when the wigwam is pitched in the 
city hall and round about the city treasury. 
They have been rewarded until every place 
under the local governinent is filled by a brave, 
‘Lhe factions who are ott can only curse their 
luck and make the best of the situation. If 
they are all democrats then there can be noth- 
ing but harmony in New York. 

The mugwumps of New York have divided 
anc no ionger exist asa faction of one party. 
Many of them have gone back to their first 
jiove, the republican party. Others are now 
inside the lines of deimoecracy to remain, and 
itis hardltosay which of the two parties has 
gained and which lost by the break-up of that 
peculiar political element that claimed to have 
piaved so important a part in the election of 
1S3-t.

An English Warship Sinks a Sealer-A 
Romp on the Hilltops—Other News 
from the Arctic Regions. 


HE THETIS 
is at anchor in 
the harbor at 
Unalaska island, 
We have had a 
stormy and yet 
pleasant cruise 
to the westward 
along the Aleu- 
tian islands and 
northward to 


Hall and St. Matthew islands, thence by way 
of Prilyloff islands to this point. Friday last 
the steamer St. Paul, from San Francisco, 
brought mail and provisions. Being shut off 
so long from the states it was not easy to de- 
cide which we longed for most--the letters and 
papers or the provisions sent. . : 

Woe went west overto the Russian waters, 
but dia not goto the Asiatic shore. On the 
way out there we crossed the 180 degree me- 
ridien of longitude west from Greenwich, and 
josta day of time according to our reckoning. 
We crossed at 8 o’clock in the morning, and it 
was Thursday, thatis tosay, it was the day 


alter Weduesday, but instead of Thursday it 
’ was realiy Friday. 


Let me explain: 

If you start from Greenwich west to forty- 
five degrees of course it will not be sunrise for 
you until the forty-five degree point revolves 


_ around towhere Greenwich was at sunrise, 


and then Greenwich will be about 9 o’clock. 
When the ninety degree point revolves around 
to sunrise then Greenwich will be directly 
under the sun, and there it will be 12 o’clock, 
noon. When the13 degree point comes to 
suprise, the timeat Greenwich will be 3o’clock 
p.m. of that same day, and when 180 dogrees 
has revolved to sunrise Greenwick will be at 
sunset of the same day, which is just coming 
totheone jnst half way around the earth 
from Greenwich. This has been proven so 
often that I mention it here not to prove it, 
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but just to remind us of the curious facts that 
are evident to one at sea Tho diagram will 
help explain it. 

Upon the samo idea itis said that the sun 
never sets upon the dominious of England, for 
before the last rays leave the heights of Que- 
bec the sunrise hascome to the minnarets of 
Calcutta. 

Jules Verne has amplified this peculiar fact 
by his ‘Around the World in Eighty Days.’ 
He makes Dr. Phineas Fogg travel eastward 
inhis touraround the world, sothat he and 
his companion, Passepartout, saw eighty-one 
days, while, in fact, there had been only eighty 
days seenat London inthe same length of 
time. 

Itisa general truth thatthe difference of 
longitude between two places is the exact dif- 
serence between correct sun time at those two 
places. This amounts to saying that the dif- 
ference of longitude is shown by the difference 
inthetime of sunrise. Distance is measured 
by degrees, minutes and seconds, and timo by 
hours, minutes and seconds. An hour of time 
represents fifteen degrees of longitude, so that 
the time of one day in which the carth makes 
one revolution, twenty-four hours, represerts 
the complete circle of 360 degrees. If anyone 
Should doubt that the earth is a sphere let him 
£0 tosea, and there have apractical demon- 
Stration of it every day. 

We ran on beyond the 180 degree meridian 
for some distance, and, returning, crossed the 
meridian and picked up the lost day, so that 
we had seven daysin this order: Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Friday, Saturday, Sun- 
day and Sunday, both our Sundays being dated 
August 30th. Iam glad to say that our cooks 
celebrated these Sundays by giving us a better 
dinner than usual both days. 

Duff is the sailors’ great dessert. It is made 
of dough about the consistency of piecrust, and 
1S sweetened and colored with molasses. 
Raisins, citron and currants are stirredin it 
like a fruitcake. The whole thing is putina 
covered vessel, with the lid tied down, leaving 
some space within forthe duff to rise. A 
string is tied to the handle, and the vessel is 
suspended in boiling water for two hours, thus 
Cooking it thoroughly. Itis cut in slices like 
cake,and is served with sauce, Itis a passa- 


ble dish, when nothing better is atJiand, and | 


makes a very good changefrom ‘‘salt horse,”’ 
@ the salt meats are called. 

During this season so far in keeping Behr- 
ing sea closed there have been seventy-seven 
vessels met and warned to leave these waters, 
and not to disturb the seals. The Thetis has 
warned forty-three; the other thirty-four have 
been warned by five other American and three 
English men-of-war. When the vessels were 
met and warned their names were furnished to 
al other men-of-war here on the same mission, 
then, if-they were met again in Behring sea, 
they were captured and made prisoners. Only 
eight did not heed the warning, and they wero 
alleaptured. Very few of them raised enough 
disturbance to necessitate tiring on them. The 
English torpedo boat. Porpoise, fired on an 
English schooner several tizaes, trying to make 


her surrender, but she keptrunning from them, | 
The Captain grew tired of béing fooled with, | 


and ordered his mon to quit shooting croznd 

the schooner, but to fire direct!¥ upon her. 

The shots tore away tle stern of the vesse! and 

she sank. Of course boats were sent out and 

ew was rescued without losing a single 
an. 

Since we were here I went ashore one after- 
noon and had a romp over the hills. Tosay I 
Snjoyed it would be drawing it too mild. The 
hills are very high and steep, and occasionally 
there are flat places, like landingson # winding 
Stair. Here I would rest and then pull again. 
On the hills I found some salmon berries, just

the weather here will soon be rough and 
cold as the equinox approaches. Fortunately 
for us, we will be in port during that time. 

Trouble has arisen in China, said to be from 
What is reported asthe riots against mission 
aries. Allof the vessels, except the Thetis, 
both English and American, have been or- 
dered there from here. Forall that today is 
Sunday, the coal that we have in our hold is 
being taken out and given to the other vessels, 
so will have enough tocarry them to China. 
That means that we must stay here, or near 
here, until coal comes from San Francisco. 
The other ships would wait for that coal, but 
their services are needed at once. 

We carry sails ‘also, and will cruise around 
under sai! near this harbor, guarding Unimak 
and Akoutan passes, the only places to enter or 
leave Behring sea unless one goes about 1,200 
miles further west. It is true there are other 
passes, but they are very dangerous, as the 
water is shallow and strong ‘tide rips’’ are 
running all the time, Last year seveaa) whalers 
started through Oumnak pass and went 
aground, it being low tide, and there remained 
until® high tide set them adrift and they 
managed jo get away, but considerably used 
up. 

I am in the blue-jacket uniform, blue blouse 
shirt, with big collar, trimmed with white 
braid, and the typical sailor pants (with twen- 
ty-inch spring at the foot), and the school-slate 
cap. Modesty forbids my saying I make a 
dandy tar, but when I get my pipe after din-

ner, I suppose I look more natural. I have a 
regular Jack Tar short-stemmed clay pipe,'and 
take my threc allotted smokeseach day. There 
are no matches carried by men on board—dan- 
gerous—but there is lighted a smokers’ lamp 
three times a day, just after breakfast, dinner 
and supper, for onc houreach timo. During 
that time only is smoking allowed in certain 
partsof theship. Ifany one is found smok- 
ing at any other time or piace, no matter who 
he may be, he goes tothe “‘brig.’’ In merch- 
ant ships mencan smoke when and where 
they please, as there is no powder on board. 

Lifeon board this vessel has given mea 
dislike for a bed asa resting place. My ham- 
mock swings from the four corners, and re- 
mainsright sideupno matter how the ship 
rolis. Therolling just gives it enough swing 
to make it like the rocking of fa cradle, and it 
is delightful. Iam not so enamored of sleep. 
ing at sea, however, that I will have to: get 
some one to splash water on the windows, 
when I am ashore, so that I can sleep. 

About seasickness—it makes you _ sick 
Whenever the weather gets very rough, and 
the ship lungesin heavy labor, I get very sick 
and stay so quite a awhile, but I am never 
sick when tho seais moderate. Someof our 
oldest sailors and officers are the same way, 
while there are others who have never been 
seasick, and, I suppose, never will be. The 
last squall we were in, the ship rolled so that 
it would take a heavysca overthe starboard 
rail, then straighten and rollto the other 
side. Wehad to batten down all the hatches 
io keep the ship from filing with water. Nearly 
everybody on board was sick that time, When 
I cet sick I go on deck and stay there and work 
until I feel better. If I hold off or give it up, 
’twould neverdo. The first timeI gave up 
and went to bed, I grew sicker and sicker 
until I thought I would sureiy die, but I kept 
on getting sicker until I wasafraidI would 
not die. 

My dutiesare mainly clerical, and I have 
had considerable draughting to do. Every 
morning I write out the log of the preceding 
day from the rough log made by the officers of 
the deck during their watch. I keep a record 
of the hourly registerings of the barometer 
and thermometer. At sea my work is more 
varied. JIassist the navigator to ‘‘shoot the 
sun,’’ orin plainer phrase, to take his bear- 
ings. I work out latitude and longitude and 
keep a record of all courses ran, make a map 
of them and tracings for the various reports 
that have to bs made. When we finish this 
eruise I will send a tracing of our track in 
Behring sea. 

It may be a mystery to many people how 
the mariner finds his way across the trackless 
sea. Of course, there are no guide posts nor 
sign boards when out of sight of land. His 
progress is like a big survey. He hasa chart, 
upon which are located all the principal 
points. In all cases soundings are given near 
the shores, so that he may know where he 
may goin safety. Starting ata given pointa 
careful record is kept of the course he runs, 
and the length of each course. These being 
traced on the chart will locate his ship. Ob- 
servations are also taken on the sun, or upon 
the transit of some star, or upon the polar star, 
from whieh reckoning can be made of the lat- 
itude and longitude. He is absolutely depend- 


ent on 


his mariner’s compass for his di- 
rection, but guided by it he goes with absolute 
certainty toany point. Poets have well sung 
he praises of those who discovered the at- 

traction of the needieto the pole. The polar 
star appears upon the horizon to one at the 
equator. Ifa person could reach tlie nortir 
pole, this star would be directly overhead.

great journa!, The New York Herald. Many 
people ate familiar with the story of its hum- 
ble beginning in a dingy basement in a down- 
town side street. The elder Bennett was both 
editor and publisher. He had some of the 
best traits of his Scotch countrymen, including 
their common sense and their very uncom- 
mon energy. For many laborious years 
this journalistic craft struggled against wind 
and tide. But by wise seamanship it kept off 
the breakers, and by timely tacking it always 
managed in the roughest weather to get good 
seaway. Oneof Bennett’s political and per- 
sonal enemies undertook to cowhide him into 
notoriety. Beyond a few strokes he received 
no personal damage, and the next morning he 
pubiished a minute account of the ugly trans- 
action, which proved a first-class advertise- 


ment for himself and The Herald. In spite of. 
ty-onein theshade. Youcan judge of how | these antagonisms The Herald went. forward | 


; Tt 

in its phenomenal career until it has reached 
the high-water .mark in journalism. I 
has branch offices in London, Paris and 
other European cities. Its Sunday edition 
contains forty-two pages and has an American 
circulation of nearly two hundred thousand. 
Its advertising patronage is, of course, im- 
mense. 

No other journal in either hemisphere has 
such a news. service. It has its 
cable line, its own weather bureau and a)! else 
that is needed for thorough equipment. Its 
management understand that money—not- 
withstanding Aristotle’s : apothegm—breeds 
money. They therefore shrink from no ex- 
penditure, howover great, to get news for the 
delectation of their vast constituency. 

It sent Stanley to Africa in quest of Living- 
stone and its enterprise was abundantly re- 
warded. In politics it is thoroughly inde- 
pendent with an eye always open for the 
main chance. It sets but little store by con- 
sistency, but veers with every wind of doc- 
trine that promises to bring money into its 
coffers. 

The only Amercan journal that approxi- 
mates it in influence is The World. In ex- 
cellence of the best type it doeg not measure 
up to tbe Thunderer of London, which 
makes and unmakes cabinets, dictates war 
and peace and raises or lowers the rate of in- 
terest at the Bank of England. 

Verily, the representative of the fourth 6s- 
tate is mightier than kings, lords and .om- 
mons combined. 

Robert Bonner, with whom I exchanged a fow 
words last summer, is far famed as both the 
owner of Maud S. and the founder of The 
New York Ledger, a weekly literary paper. 
Bonner, who boasts of his Scotch-Irish nativity, 
got some valuable lessons from Bennett as to 
newspaper management. 

His contributors were frequentivy men re- 
nowned in church and state, such as Beecher, 
Dr. John Hall and Bishop Clarke, of Rhode 
Island. 

His regular writers of serial stories were paid 
enormous sums. Mr. Bonner, like the Ben- 
netts, scatters money as recklessly, it would 
almost seem, as Robin Roughhead, the hero of 
‘‘Fortuno's Frolic.”” But, yet in reality these 
financial seeds sown broadcast bring forth a 
hundred fold. 

Journalism is an inviting field for the seek- 
ers of fame and fortune, but only on condition 
that they have a fair measure of the gifts of 
Bennett or Bonner.

Charles Phillips, the eloquent Irish barrister, 
in emphasizing the inconsistencies of the First 
Napoleon, says of him amongst other things— 
‘‘a professed Catholic, he imprisoned the 
pope.”’ 

To understand the true import of this 
statement we must needs refer to the matri- 
monial vagaries of ‘the man of destiny."’ 
Most people know something of his abandon- 
ment of the beautiful and devoted Creole 
widow of Beauharnais, who gave him her 
heartand hand when as yet he was ‘‘unknown 
to fortune and to fame.’’ 

Very few, however, are aware of the fact 
that this marriage was solemnized in 17! ac- 
cording to revolutionary forms and not bya 
Catholic priest. For this reason it was regarded 
by Pius VII, the reigning pontiff, as un- 
canonical, Pius, however, recognized itas a 
civil contract and therefore binding in the 
court of conscience. When Napoleon after- 
wards, desiring for purely political reasons to 
put aside the wife of his youth, asked the pope 
to sanction his adulterous marriage with Maria 
Louisa, the Hapsburg princess, tle request 
was declined. 

This refusal was made at great personal risk, 
and really subjected him to more than a con- 
structive imprisonment, first in Rome itself, 
and again at Fontainebleau. 

It may have been to coerce the pope that 
Napoleon seized St. Peter’s patrimony and 
annexed it to the empire long before the time 
of Victor Emanuel. 

Napoleon I, like Henry VIIT, when he set 
his heart on Anne Boleyn, wouid listen to no 
ghostly counsel, but proceeded in spite of the 
tearsand entreaties and swoonings of Jose- 
phine to the consumination of a marriage 
which allied him to one of the oldest dynasties 
of Kurope. We need not say that the results 
were disappointing in more respectsthan one. 
It wasa just retribution which befell him in 
that, although his Austrian wife gave birth to 
amale heiriniess thana yearafter her es- 
pousal, yet it was not the kingjof Rome, as he 
was boastfully called, but a grandson of Jose- 
phine, his repudiated wife, that camo to the 
throne of the French empire. It may 
seem superstitious, and yet we will 
venture the remark thatit was this Austrian 
alliance that paved the way tothe decline 
and ultimate downfall of Bonapartism. 
was prompted to it by ‘‘a vaulting ambition 
that overleaped itself.”” It not only failed to 
conciliate the crowned heads, but it compro- 
mised his honor with the masses who had 
hitherto rejoiced in his good fortune. ‘This it 
was that gave double fury to the winds of ad- 
versity that followed the inglorious Rassian 
campaign. This it was that sent him an exile 
to Elba, and after the hundred days ending at 
Waterloo, shut him up a State prisoner at St. 
Helena. 

When on thut ‘‘lone, barren rock’’ he passed - 
away, not with new Jerusalem visions, but 
with terrific battle scenes searing his glazing 
eyeballs—nor yet with the quiring of cheru- 
bim falling on his ears—but rather the tumul- 
tuous rush and deafening roar of a Liepsic or 
an Austerlitz. If there was in this horrid 
delirium of death a single momentary interval 
of consciousness, there must have been bitter 
memories of the injured Josephine who gen- 
erously offered to attend him in his exile at 
Elba, and if she had survived would no doubt 
have piteously begged the privilege of nursing 
him in the later weary years of his im- 
prisonment under Sir Hudson Lowe. 
How sharply contrasted the true wifely devo- 
tion of Josephine and the conduct of his Aus- 
trian bride, who before his death contracted a 
morganatic marriage below her rank asa 
Hapsburg princess, and yet moved as an em- 
press of France. In the light of Josephine’s 
subsequent history, how strange and still how 
accurate the forecast of the old sybil of Mar- 
tinico, who said to the jaunty Creole maiden: 
‘*You will be married soon; that union will not 
be happy ;.you will hecome a widow and then 
you will be queen of France! Some happy 
years will be yours, but you will die in a hos- 
pital amid civil commotion.”’ 

If this statement be true, and Josephine 
youched for its correctness, the aged sybil’s 
prophecy was almost literally fulfilled. 

Lefore dismissing the matter of marriage 
and divorce in connection with the First Na- 
poleon, it way be well to refer to his strenu- 
ouseffort toinduce his brothers, Lucien and 
Jerome, to put away their wives for selfish 
euds. Jerome was pliable, and for his obedi- 
ence tohis imperious, as well as imperial, 
brother was awarded with a petty kingdom— 
perhaps Westphalia. 

Lucien, however, was less tractable. In 
response to his brother’s invitation he went to 
the palace of St. Cloud, where Napoleon was 
closeted with him for one or two hours, urging 
Lucien to give his wife and the mother of his 
children a billof divorcement. Lucien was 
obstinate 4nd even resentful. When his 
brother offered him a crown on condition 
that he would repudiate his wife, ‘‘a woman 
of gallantry,’’as he stigmatized her, Lau- 
cien was greatly enraged, and replied that if 
his wife was ‘‘a woman of gallantry’’ she was 
at least ‘‘pretty and young.” This innuendoat 
the expense of Josephine fired the indignation 


of the emperor, and, holding his watchin his. 


band, he dashed it to the, floor, saying, ‘‘With

that bauble, but you are my brother—go.” 
Thereupon Lucien withdrew, doing honor to 
himself by the refusal of a crown rather than 
do such injustice to his wife. 

This whole affair shows how reckiess 
Napoleon + was of mafriag? ,« obli 
gations when they stood in the way of his am- 
bition. It illustrates likewise another saying 
of the Irish barrister to whom we referred in 
the outset, that so thoroughly had Napoleon 
shattered the governmental institutions of Eu- 
rope, ‘‘that he disposed of crowns and thrones 
with as little ceremony as if they had been the 
titulary dignataries of chess board. 


That grand man, Bishop Keener, when re- 
plying,at the late St. Louis general conference, 
to the fraternal greetings of the northern 
Methodist church, said, “Brethren, we love 
you, but it requires the grace of God for us to 
do it.’’ This plainnessof speech roused a storm 
of adverse criticism from the northern press, 
aimed at our senior bishop. Heis a man of 
convictions, and we would that some of our 
platform orators had a measure of his grit and 
grace. ' 

We are often shocked at the misconception 
placed upon one of the final utterances of Mr. 
H1:j1 in his reply to Blaine: ‘‘We are in our 
Father's house and we are here to 
stay.” Was thig memorable decia- 
ration a piece of puling sen- 
timentalism spoken with bated breath and 
apologistic air—nay, verily, it was delivered 
with emphasis and a look and tone of lofty de- 
fiance. As much as to say we are here as your 
equals, man for man, and state for state—not 
by your grace but under the provisions of that 
constitution which our fathers in larger pro- 
portions than yours had builded. 

It is quite evident that Ben Hill, who in the 
era of dismantled state sovereignties and rotten 
boroughs, and enauletted state officials, who 
dared on more than one occasion to challenge 
the right cof a military satrap to rule wrong by 
the grace of God, was in nd mood 
under serener skies and brighter 
auspices to play the sycophant. 
Nothing is gained unlessit be a@ recognition 
that is worthless, because insincere, by crawl- 
ing in the dirt and boot-licking the number 
ten that is raised tospurn your servility. 

I have before me Ben Hill’s reply to 
Blaine. It breathes the spirit of a dauntless 
courage, and while itis only now and then 
denunciation, it exhibited a new phase of 
southern chivalry that was needed to check 
the growing tendency to submit tamely to any 
and every arraignment of the republican 
majority. From that time forward there was 
less said about ‘‘confederate brigadiers’’ in 
congressional debate. Nor can it be 
soberly questioned that this speech helped 
preatly to win the presidential fight of that 
year (1876), but it could not forestall the 
knavery of returning boards, by fwhich Tilden 
was defrauded of his right to the presidency. 
The aniinus of this whole masterly speech is 
best seen in the annexed extract which fol- 
lows closely after his tribute to the union men 
of the north who fought for the sake of the 
union and notin the spirit of revenge. He 
then goes on to say to the oxtremists of the 
opposing party: “To you who followed up 
the war after the brave soldiers that fought 
it had made peace and gone to their homes we 
have no concessions to offer. Martyrs owe no 
apologies to tyrants. And while we are ready 
to make every sacrifice for the union, even 
secession, however, defeated and hum- 
bled, will confess no sins to 
fanaticism, however bigoted and 
exacting.’” Beyond this Ben Hill never went 
and for this his life-like statue deserves to 
stand forever beneath the dome of the state 
capitol. 

Most people are familiar with the lines of 
Sir Walter Scott, beginning— 

Lives there a man with soul so dead 
Who never to himself hath said: 
“This is iny own, my native land.”’ 

There may be in this love of country a vein 
of se\fishness—whatthe French term amour 
propre.. Be that as it may, mankind justly es- 
teems it ono of the hollest of human instincts. 
It is a noteworthy fact that this patriotic sen- 
timent is intensified when one’s country is 
degraded and oppressed. The  coun- 
trymen of Eminet and Kosci- 
usko are more patriotic than the 
inhavitants of favored lands that have never 
felt the pressure of the tyrant’s heel. It would 
seem to be strongest Jikewise amongst those 
people who inhabit rugged and inhospitable 
lands. 

The Swiss are conspicuons examples of this 
truth. When serving a8 mercenary troops in 
foreign lands the bronzed veteran has been 
seen to weep at hearing the Ranz des Vaches, 
the simple herdsman’s soug to which they had 
listened in boyhood. Inthem, too, according 
to Haller, the great physiologist, the disease 
known as nostalgia, or homesickness, is most 
frequent and inost difficult to cure.

THE RECOLLECTIONS OF DR. W. J. SCOTT 


Of the Leading Events and Incidents in 
the Administration of President 
Andrew Jackson. 


The English people were fond of calling 
Wellington the “Iron Duke.”” Not more 80 
than Americans were fond of calling Andrew 
Jackson, “Old Hickory.’”’ Both these char- 
acterizations indicated the-toughness of the 
mental and moral fiber of these distinguished 
leaders. Wellington stretched his military 
lines from Torres Vedras to Waterloo, where 
the curtain fell on the Napoleonic drama. 
Jackson won an undying fame at New Orleans 
—which extended until with one hand he 
throttled the United States bank, and with 
the other squelched the nuliification move- 
ment. 

General Jackson after having suffered defeat 
in the house of representatives in 1825, came 
to the presidency in March, 1829, by a large 
majority of electoral votes over his predeces- 
sor, the younger Adams.

his intellectual superiority or the intrinsic 
strength of his position as to the overshadow- 
ingiutiuence of Jackson. The gallery and 
the lobby were packed with the partisans of 
the administration which put Hayne at a seri- 
ous disadvantage. I inquired of him 
as to the immediate effect produced 
by Webster’s thrilling peroration, 
closing with the memorable — words, 
**Liberty and union now and forever, one and 
inseparabie,’’ He said it was overwhelming 
and was greeted with an outburst of applause. 
But he questioned if it was more touching 
than the passage in Hayne’s speech in which 
he portrayed the weird desolation that would 
follow the victory of federalism—a desolation 
bO Vast and so complece that 

“Not a rose in the wilderness would be left on 

its stalk 

To tell where the garden had been.” 

- He further stated that Mr. Calhoun, who oc- 
cupied the vice-presidental chair, appeared 
during the debate to be as restless as a caged 
lion or an imprisoned eagle. 

From the portico we walked to the senate 
chamber, the arena of this gladiatorial combat. 
It seemed to me marvelously diminutive’ 
to have been the theater of this historical 
conflict of oratory and _ statesmanship. 
But the time was near at hand when com- 
promise, at best a questionable expedient, or 
armed contention must ensue 

At this juncture Henry Clay, who had se- 
cured the adoption of the Missouri compromise, 


stepped forward as a peacemaker in the tariff - 


agitation. The essential feature of the com- 
promise was a provision for the gradual reduc- 
tion of the duties imposed by the tariff of 1828, 
as amended in 1531 and 1832, until at the ex- 
piration of ten years they should be lowered 
toa revenue standard. Afier considerable 
discussion their conpromise was accepted by 
both belligerent parties, and soon after Presi- 
dent Jackson’s second inauguration he signed 
the bill, and for a short season we had hand- 
Shakings and congratulations. Even South 
Carolina, which Sergeant S. Prentiss had face- 
tiously dubbed the‘‘hotspur of the union,” 
“smoothed her wrinkled front’ and ceased her 
war talk. 
_ It is well enough to note that this 
Clay compromise furnished Peel and 
Wellington a pattern for the English settle- 
ment of the same vexatious tariff problem in 
1846. There was this difference, how ever, In 
the. outcome of the two compromises: In 
England the compact was held sacred, and 
now wherever the union jack kisses the sun- 
light and the breeze, free trade is the motto 
of that wonderful empire. The whig tariff of 
1842 was not an execution of the American 
compact, but a palpable evasion. A slight re- 
action occurred under the Polk administration 
in 1846, but during the Jast two or more de- 
cades the policy of coddling our infant indus- 
tries of a hundred years oid has been pressed 
by the barons of the spindle and the loom 
until it reached hige-water mark in the Mc- 
Kinley tariff, now being vigorously ham- 
mered by Governor Campbell in the 
Buckeye state. We can hardiy .be- 
lieve that this policy, which is but 
a relic of the middle ages, with no doubtful re- 
semblance to the piracy of the Barbary states 
can survive the next presidential catpaign. 
Other issues are important, but none of these 
must be suffered to stand in the way of a 
square fight on the tariff question. 
Another issue of Jackson’s administration 
Was the rechartering of the national bank. It

his favorite oath, ‘Let them come! With 
the people at my back, I will hang the traitors 
on a gallows as high as Haman?’ Not only 
did he veto the new charter, but before the 
expiration of the old charter he ordered his 
secretary of the treasury to withdraw from the 
vaults of the bank every dollar of the govern- 
ment deposits. Mr. Duane, the head of the 
treasury department, refused to obey the ex- 
ecutuve order. Without parleying with that 
cabinet ofticial, he fired him ina twinkling and 
appointed Roger B. Taney, of Maryland, his 
successur, who straightway carried out the 
president’s order. The bank and its friends 
were indignant at this action, which they stig- 
matized as a flagrant usurpation. An impeach- 
ment was talked of, an@, indeed, a resolution 
of censure was placed on its journal by the 
senate. The house refused to concur in this 
resolution, but it remained on record until 
some years afterwards, when it was expunged 
on motion of  Jackson’s old _ friend, 
Thomas H. Benton, of Missouri. 
Having removed the deposits the next step 
was to provide for their safekeeping. For this 
purpose a number of state banks were selected 
as governinent depositories, and were named 
by the opposition pet banks. Asa set off to 
the contraction that Nicholas Biddle, presi- 
dent of the United States bank, started in 
Philadelphia the president, through the secre- 
tary, instructed these pet banks to discount 
liberally for their customers. Not otherwise 
could the tinaucial crash, already impending, 
be postponed. 

As it wasthere followed a season of ap- 
parent prosperity. The state banks being 
stimulated by the government granted dis- 
counts on flimsy collaterals. Money was 
abundant.and speculation was wild, especially 
was abont this time an 
eye-witness of avery significant scene. It 
was a company of tive or six sub- 
stantial citizens, of Harris county, 
mounted on good horses, each armed 
with a brace of derringers and their saddle 
wallets preity well crammed with paper issues, 
They were setting out for a long journey 
through north Alabama to northern Mivssis- 
sippi, where they were to enter public lands. 

There were hundreds of such scenes occur- 
ring throughout the southern and middle 
states. Asa consequence tlie public land saies 
became enormous and the treasury received 


butlittle goidand silver and an immense 


quantity of state bank issues. This state of 
atlairs led to the issuance of the famous specie 
circular requiring all paymentsinto the treas- 
ury to be made in gold and silver. Wise nen 
realizedthat theend of this sort of financiering 
could but be disastrous, and it came with the 
avalanche of 
which we gave some account in a former 
articie on the Van Buren adininistration. 

There were twostriking episodesin Jack- 
son's second term which we must not entirely 
overlook.

These depredations 
were made the subject matter of complaint by 
the American government, andafter much ne- 
gotiation France consented to pay $5,000,000 as 
anindemnity. Payment, however, was un- 
reasonably delayed, until in 1835 Jackson de- 
mauded .a settlement under a_ threat 
of reprisals on French commerce, 
and the breaking off of diplomatic re- 
lations. Louis Phillippe, the citizen king, 
understood quite well the sternness of the 
American president, and in a little while the 
indemnity was forthcoming. The other 
episode, of which we shall only make brief 
mention, was the Indian troubles in Florida 
and Alabama. Aftera good deal of suffering 
and bloodshed they were brought to a conclu- 
sion by the removal of the Creeks and Sem- 
inoles to the Indian reservation west of the 
Mississippi. 
Jt will be seen that the Jacksonian era was 
a most eventiul period, deserving more elab- 
orate treatment. It ended weli, however, and, 
indeed, not without considerable eclat. The 
public debt was entirely extinguished, and a 
surplus of $40,000,000 was lodgedin the 
‘national treasury. 
Jackson may besaid to have designated 
his successor, and then quietly 
to the Hermitage near Nash- 
Tenn., where he died in 1845, 
beloved and honored -and trusted beyond any

for those living on the lower edge of G—~— 
county. It was a favorite resort on Saturday,

The Teasurer of Baltimore County Is 


in Trouble. 


THE TREASURER OF QUEEN ANNE ALSO 


Will Have to Answer for the Shortage in 
His Accounts—A New In- 
vention. 


BALTIMORE, Mg, October 24.—[Special.]— 
Baltimore county has a treasurer with a def- 
icit of nearly twenty-five thousand dollars 
charged against him, and much more to be ac- 
counted if ever an opportunity be had to get 
the tax bills, which he receipted and did not 
enter up. George Morgan is a residentof Ton- 
gon, and is still a highly respected one, for the 

-county commissioners have determined to sue 

him and his bondsmen for the missing money, 
but they dare not for some reason, not given, 
attempt toincarcerate him. During his term 
of office, as the report of an expert accountant 
shows, he kept few of the books necessary for 
a well-regulated ottice and never made cash. 
In his report tothe cammissioners he made 
one false and compromising statement, and as 
has been shown he had his clerk make one 
false entry. The stated and actual balances 
do nottally, either. But the biggest piece of 
roguery, as alleged, was carried on through 
tax bills intentionally marked * * © The 
proceeds of these he deliberately pocketed, 
to what number and with what results it can 
never be known, unless the county comunis- 
sioners send out bills for the last four years, 
and make all those whom the badly kept 
books do not show as having been paid bring 
forth their full receipts. The last tax levy is 
also wrong but still no attempt is made to in- 
terfere with the ex-county treasurer. He says 
he can prove that he has receipts for the trans- 
actions of his office, and promises to make ex- 
perts of his own go over the books at as much 
expense of time and money as has been done 
in the case of Expert Rogers. Two 
clerks in his office were indicted 
for embezzlement and one for forgery. 

John R. Downes, until lately a tax collector 
for Queen Anne's county, is also in trouble on 
the charge of embezzling the corporation’s 
funds. Later this charge has been added to, 
by others of forgery and _ raising money under 
false pretenses. His pull is not so strong and 
so at once he was put in prison. 

Another New Steamer. 


Another new steamer has been launched in 
Baltimore in addition to the Cassaw which 
hopes to revolutionize ideas in naval archi- 
tecture and propulsion. The Cooper has a pe- 
culiar side propeller, the latest of a Balti- 
morean, intended for use in ocean, lake, river 
and canal navigation. The hull is like that of 
other vessels, but she has neither guards nor 
overhanging decks which long ago caused the 
abaadonment of sidewheels upon the ocean as 
unseaworthy. The wheels are constructed 
with four arms, and three paddles or blades to 
each arm, but any number of arms or paddles 

can be used to suit the want. They are rigid 
and plated obliquely upon the arms, so that 
thev enter the water edgewise and in passing 
down begin to pull; upon ceasing to pull they 
begin to push, and continue to do so until they 
leave the water, which they doin an edgewise 
position, liftingno water whatever as they 
pass up and over to enter the water again in 
front of the wheel. The wheel chambers are 
located about twelve feet forward of the 
xterm post and upon either extreme side of the 
boat, but just within the hull. The upper half 
of the wheels is encased in the wheel cham- 
bers and the lower half is in the water, the 
shaft of the wheel being about on a level with 
or a little above the water line. The wheels 
and wheel chambers are ofiron. On the outer 
sides of the wheels are semicircular iron 
shields or plates, beginningat the shaft and 
extending alittle below the bottom of the 
wheels. These protect the wheels and also 
prevent slippage of water from their sides, 

thus insuring their best possible work. The 
bottom of the wheel is about fifteen inches 
above the bottom of the boat. 

The object of the new invention is to apply 
the power,as directly as possible instead of as 
in the usual method, where the contrary is 
true. The Cooper system uses all the power 
by the direct pull and push of the- wheels, 
whose whole service is expended in the same 
line and direction in which the boatis moving. 
In canal use these wheels would not wash or 
injure its banksas at present. Should the trial 
of vhis system bring improved speed, with it 
would come the physica! certainty of steadier 
or smoother sailing. The wheels will not 
‘race’ and scannot be rolled or pitched out of 
the water; hence, unlike the screw, they 
promise that in a rough sea neither men, cat- 
tle nor freight would be shaken up so badly. 
A trial trip may be made in December. 


Sunday Law Enforcement. 


Nobody is satistied now with the first at- 
tempt to enforce an antiquated Sunday law. 
The law-abiding saloon keepers want it carried 
out to the very letter to make it otherwise. 
The Sabbath Association rightly fearing that 
this will cause the law to be imoditied or re- 
pealed, insist that the law be enforced, but not 
inamanner to make it ridiculous. So the 
good grand jury has toignorate as violations of 
the law the sale of medicines and soda water; 
of bread: of United States postage stamps; of 
newspapers and delivering the same; the de- 
livery of ice cream and cake on Sunday, which 
have been made and sold on a previous day; 
of bootbiacks engaged in their business; of 
oe towing of vessels; of the running of ferry 

ts. 

They have decided not to ignore the sales of 
cigars, tobacco, fruit, confectionery, either at 
stores or stands on Sunday. 

They indicted sixty-four out of the more 
than two hundred cases sent up before them. 
People are now asking by what authority the 
jury has tosay that soda water 1s a necessity 
and that fruit, confectionery and tobacco are 
not. They also would like to know what differ- 
ence the purchase of ice cream on one day or an- 
ether has todo with the violation of the law 
resultingifrom its delivery on the Lord's day. 

The grand jury has refused to let any per- 
son appear before them whose breath smells 
of liquor, under penalty. Of course the right 
thing to do under the circumstances is to take 
a clove before entering the jury room. 

There has been so much trouble about 
securing convictions in the multitudinous po- 
lice cases that come up inthe criminal court 
that Judge Wright has decided to force wit- 
nesses tobe where hecan tind them when 
wanted. They must either give bond or go to 
jail until wanted. A house of detention for 
such witnesses would be a more humane, a 
juster method of holding them. 

Charles Garritee is up for the eleventh time 
on the charge of receiving an illegal pension. 
His client was a colored woman, whose case 
had been turned down by the pension 
oftice. He got for her nearly boo enty-five hun- 
dred dollars, of which he got $500 as a present. 
She admitted that she gave the money wil- 
lingly, that her lawyer had intimated that a 
present was desirable, for as to the $25 fee 
allowed by law, he wouldn’t waik across the 
street for four times that amount, or even for 
$200 She had meant to give him that amount, 
but was much surprised when he took the 
$500. Later, when the oftticers got after 
Garritee about the other cases, he had called 
on her to beg of her not to say anything, even 
offering her half of the money back. Noneof 
these cases have yet been decided for Garri- 
tee, and though there is strong evidence of the 
flagrant violation of the law, it looks as if 
there is no possibility of a jury convicting him. 
The fee is too small to do other than offer in- 
ducements to violate it.

Prison Reform. 

In the October number of The Forum 
there appears an article on prison statistics, 
which demonstrates that both in the old and 
new world that crime has increased well 
nigh inexact ratio as the prison reform 
movement has progressed. 

It is a curious fact that in Massachusetts, 
where the reformatory feature has been 
greatly stressed, there is a class of offenders 
of different ages who are candidates for the 
honors and comforts of imprisonment. Par- 
ticular mention is made of an old gardener, 
who has had himself committed 100 times 
to the house of industry. In Salem, the 
headquarters of witchcraft in the seven- 
teenth century, there are boys who are so in 
love with prison fare’ and prison life that 
they prefer a longer to a shorter term of im- 
prisonment—that is to say, if left to their 
option they would choose to be sent up for 
twelve rather than six months, There 


seems to be eithera strange fascination about. 


these reformatory prisons, or else a singular 
infatuation aboutghese juvenile culprits, 

We know of nothing like it, unless we find 
it in the story of the old prisoner who, when 
released at the storming of the bastile, 
begged that he might be allowed to return 
to his cell, 

Such results suggest that it is high time 
toslow upon this line of modern prison 
methods, When Joun Howard started on 
his ‘‘cireumnavigation of charity’’ there 
was need of a more humane treatment of 
prisoners than was then practiced, At that 
time a large number of the incarcerated 
were not hardened ruffians, but unfortunate 
debtors who deserved commiseration, But 
whenever the siate or the municipality un- 
dertakes by the mildness of its methods to 
set aside the divine ordinance which makes 
‘the way of the transgressor hard’’ they 
offera premium to idleness and vagrancy 
which are the usual forerunners of criminal 
deeds, It is not difficult toconceive of such 
conditions of prison life as would make ita 
pleasant retreat for thousands of thriftless 
vagabonds who are buffeted by the rough 
experiences of out-door life. Beyond pro- 
visions for cleanliness and reasonable com- 
forts in the way of diet and clothing, and, 
what is not less important, a proper classi- 
fication of criminals, the reformatory plan 
has no just claims to consideration. Nor is 
it wise inthis matter of classification to 
make the age of the criminal the chief con- 
sideration. Many a beardless youth is old 
in vicilousness for the reason that he has in- 
herited bad blood and a wrong bent of dis- 
position from depraved ancestors. Not a 
few of these, whose reformation is practically 
hopeless, should be sequestered for a long

organization with a record to be proud of, 
and if it had the power to extend its influ- 
ence, activity and energy to.every part of 
the democratic party, the country would be 
better off today.

Governor Campbell’s Campaign. 

The attack on Governor Campbell by 
hirelings in the pay of the millionaire 
manufacturers gives peculiar emphasis 
to the success which has attended his 
canvass. There was no flinching ar shrink- 
ing on the part of the governor. He fear- 
lessly faced the mob, and for two hours 
gave them sound democratic doctrine, 
varied with withering denunciation of the 
efforts of the protected manufacturers to 
suppress free speech. These efforts were, 
to a certain extent, successful, but not in 


the way that the protected interests hoped 


for. They were not successful in suppress- 
ing Governor Campbell, but they were suc- 
cessful in demonstrating to hundreds of re- 
publican vovers the spirit which animates 
the millionaire manufacturers. 

After all, Governor Campbell may be de- 
feated. The republicans of the whole coun- 
try are making more strenuous efforts to se- 
care the success of thelr party in Ohio than 
they have ever made in a presidential cam- 
paign. They have money without limit, 
and they have at their beck and call the 
most reckless and unscrupulous ruffians to 
be found in politics. They will stop at 
nothing; no scheme {fs too villainous for 
their use. There are other elements that 
goto make the result doubtful; but this 
much is certain—whether Campbell be de- 
feated or elected—the fact has been thor- 
oughly demonstrated that he is one of the 
most remarkable campaigners this country 
has ever seen. People outside of Ohio were 
surprised when he ran Foraker off the 
stump two years ago. They could not un- 
derstand it. 

In the present campaign, however, the 
mystery has been made plain. The eyes of 
the whole country have been turned on 
Ohio during the past two months. There 
the most conspicuous figure has been Gov- 
ernor Campbell. It isan easy matter now 
to understand why Foraker could not stand 
up before him, and it is not at all difficult 
to divine why McKinley and his friends pos- 
itively refused to prolong the joint debate 
which occurred at Ada last week into a 
series of meetings. If Governor Campbell 
had been a man of one speech—carrying in

It would be a good thing if 
every citizen would occasionally spend an 
hour studying, first, our jail, and second, 
our orphan asylum. 


Some suggestions for Atlanta People. 

It must be apparent to those who take 
more than a passing interest in the progress 
and prosperity of Atlanta that the city has 
within it certain elements which, if they are 
permitted to grow and develop along the 
lines of their origin, will destroy the unity 
that bas been and is now a marked feature 
of the community, and prove to be an irri- 
tating obstacle to the future growth and 
greatness of the municipality. 

We need not go into a minute description 
of these elements. They are to be found 
wherever there is a disposition to carp and 
to croak at enterprises which have their 


origin ina desire to benefit Atlanta. They, 


are to be recognized wherever there seems 
to be a disposition to criticise a movement 
undertaken in behalf of the city rather than 
a purpose to further it. Sometimes these 
elements assume the guise of worldliness, so 
to speak, and occasionally they are disguised 
under a cheap and thin veneering of moral- 
ity. 

But wherever they are found, they are ob- 
structive and destructive. They are ready 
to retard the progress of Atlanta—they are 
anxious to destroy the beautiful unity which 
has made the city great and powerful—they 
are anxious to break down the harmony 
which is the very root and essence of At- 
lanta’s prosperity. One of the results of 
the footing which these elements have ob- 
tained here isa manifestation, not of down- 
right discord, but of a tendency to engage 
in criticism and controversy at points where, 
heretofore, there has been a unanimous de- 
sire to aid and further. As yet only the 
tendency is manifested, but the tendency 
will be fatal if it is allowed to grow and de- 
velop into a habit. We have seen the result 
of it in other cities—in cities, too, which 
have every natural advantage possessed by 
Atlanta, Though this town had its origin 
long after the youngest of its rivals was 
mature, so to speak, the unity and devotion 
that have characterized its citizens from the 
first have carried it far beyond the others in 
power and greatness, 

‘‘All for Atlanta!’’ has been the motto, 
and out of the spirit embodied therein At- 
lanta has grown great. It is a motto that 
leaves no place for croaking, criticism or 
controversy. Whenever these elements, no

New OR.vEANsS, October 24.—!Special.]— 
Politics continue to grow hotter and 
hotter, and the (fear increases 
the demédcfatic party will spli¢ on the 
lottery issue. The executive commit- 
tee failed to bring the two factions together 


and the bitterness between tie: is greater } 


than ever, The ‘‘pros,”’ or Supporters of the 
loitery, were successfu! infcominittee and will, 
therefore, control the organization of the 
convention, a most important matter, as there 
are likely to be many contests. The conven- 
tion will meet December 16th, and the par- 
ishes will begin electing delegates toitin the 
next few days, Catahoula leading off, as 1t did 
atthe last election. Itis considered a close 
parish and the result there will tend to show 
how the democratic party wili go on the lot- 
tery issue. New Orleans will hold ‘its prima- 
ries November 10th, earlier thanit has ever 
done before. It will undoubiedly be the 
biggest democratic primary ever held here, 
with the chances in favor of the pros carrying 
evermmard. The campaign during the next 
two weeks will] be lively indeed. The pros 

ill havea grand torchlight procession next 
Tuesday, which is expected to be the greatest 
thing of the kind ever seen in New 
Orleans. There will be 8,000 men in line with 
torches and 500 marsbais on horseback, includ- 
ing many of the most prominent men here, 
the ‘pros’? being particularly desirous. of 
showing that the opponents of the lottery 
have not all the respectability and wealth on 
their side as they claim. The probable re- 
sult of the lottery question will be made 
known in a comparatively short time by the 
vote of the parishes on this issue. 

The republican leaders held a great jubila- 
tion meeting here this week when they re- 
solved that the situation was very satisfactory. 
They agreed that there would be a split in the 
democratic party on the lottery, and a bolt 
from the convention, and this, they thought, 
would give them the opportunity for which 
they are looking. All they wanted was or- 
ganization in the country, anda committee of 
twenty-one was appointed to organize the 


party in the parishes, and ordered to begin 


work atonce and visit every parish inthe 
state. [twas deemed unwise for the party to 
express any opinion on the lottery question until 
the democratic convention had met, when the 
republicans will take the contrary position, 
Whatever it is, and hope to catch some 
bolters. 

Lue third party movement is progressing 
favorably, and its leaders also expect to secure 
votes from the split in the democracy, which 
they regard as inevitabie. They propose 
making a thoruugh canvass of the State, and 
opened in Avoyelles Tuesday. Among the 
speakers whom they have already secured are 
Congressman Livingston, of Georgia; Peffer 
and Jerry Simpson, of Kansas; Evan Jones 
and Ben Terrei}, oi Texas; President Polk, of 
the alliance; Powderly and others. They 
think that the wing of the alliance which 
Joined forces with the anti-lottery democrats, 
will be defeated in the convention, when it 
Will in disgust join the third party and sup- 
port the ticket put out by it.

The Cotton Receipts. 

The cotton receipts here continue unprece- 
dentedly large, and it is evident that the total 
will far exceed those of any year, even that 
of last year’s big crop. The gross receipts are 
already 125,000 bales above the corresponding 
date of last year. The explanation seems to 
be that the picking season is unusually good 
aud the farmers want money and are rushing 
their cotton to market. 

The work of demolishing the houses in order 
to construct the new Carrollton levee has be- 
gun. Among the editices which will have to 
be pulled down on account of the invasion of 
the river, is the old Carrollton hotel, once one 
resorts of New Or. 
leans. It was built fifty years ago and was 
surrounded by handsome flower gardens and 
fronted on the riverand was the fashionable 
resort of New Orleanians before the war, Pres- 
ident Zachary Taylorand Paul Murphey, the 
Chess player, being two of its most devoted 
patrons of old. 

The Orieans levee board has decided to ad- 
mit the bid of the penitentiary jessees for the 
levee, and the prospects are that it will be 
constructed by convict labor. Mavor Shaks- 
peare protested against this, but the board of 
Stale Gugineers deciared strongly in favor of 
convict labor, which, they said, was the very 
best for levee work, as it was alWavs abun- 
dant, free fromstrikes, steady and well ac- 
quainted with ijevee work. Notwithstanding 
its recommendation, the idea of having the 


, work done by convicts does not meet with 


favor among the working classes; many of 
them expected to get work on the job; and 
the people of Carrollton are not at ail pleased 
at the idea of having a convict camp stationed 
among them. 

Tie L!linois Central railroad has begun 
work on its new grand central depot on Ram- 
part street, which promises to be an ornament 
to the city and the only decent depot it con- 
tains. The railroad has invited the other 
lines here into its depot, but it is doubtful 
whether more than one of them, the Missis- 
sippi Valley. will go in yet awhile. The 
Illinois Central, however, hopes to get the 
other roads to come in later and make 
it really a union depot. The  presi- 
dent of the road, Mr. Stuyvesant Fish 
caine down to New Orleans for the special 


purpose of arranging the details about the de- 


pot. 

The St. Charles avenue street railroad line 
hopes to put electric cars on soon after No- 
vember Ist. It had already made partial ar- 
rangements with one of the electric car com- 
panies, but postponed action ona teiegrain 
irom Edison that he had just made a discovery 
in regard to electricity asa motor power that 
woud be cheaper and better than anything 
that had beenin use before, and asking to be 
allowed to lay lis invention before the coni- 
pany. He will be given that chance. 

The city has finally arranged for culverting 
the Cap and Melpomene cana's. The in: 
most import- 
ant madein New Orleans for years, will cost 
$200,000, and give the city the nucleus of a 
good drainage and Sewerage system. The 
two canals which it is proposed to culvert run 
through the heart of the city and were open 
and offensive in every way. 

The New Winter Hotel. 


All the plans have been completed for the 
new winter hotel here, which will be the tinest 
in the city.. The hotel is to be built by Mr. 
Wood, the constructor of the “Tampa”, at 
Tampa, Fla. It will face St. Charles avenue 
and Lee circle, in which the Robert E. Lee 
monument stands, and will havea frontage of 
560 feet. ‘The idea is to make the hotel a tropical 
oue, and it will have ample grounds, immense 
piazzas and plenty of grass and foliage. Much 
of the flooring, wainscotting, ete., will be of 
marble, onyx and malachite; and rosewood and 


mahogany will be largely used in the decora- i 


tions. In fine, it will be largely modeled on the 
Florida winter hotels, and will be architectur- 
ally attractive, instead of the plain, business- 
hike buildings, hotels usually are. ! 
The Wholesale Grocers’ Association has 
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finally induced the railroads to ectablish @x- 
cufsions from the country towns tributary to 
New Orleans, so as to enable the merchants 
and others to visit the city, see the sights and 
make theirpurchases here. The excursions 
will begin October 31st, when the Mississippi 
Valley railroad will give one from Greenville, 
Miss., here. The other roads Will follow suit 
in November, and by the beginning of Decem- 
ber every one of them will be engaged in the 


excursion business, the rates to New Orleans 


and return being half the usual ones. 

The Olympic athletic club is arranging a large

At the last session of the police board Com- 
missioner Demornelle stated that gambling 
was going on in the city despite the laws 
against it and the special instructions to the 
police to stop it, and said he was ready to 
prove it. The Delta investigated the charge 
and declares that there can be no doubt of 
its truth. IJt gives a listof seven gambling sa- 
loons open to all in one preciact, the tirst, 
and charged that the gamblers were paying 
a weekly sam to the police as hush money. 

Joseph Leon, a colored boy, murdered Eliz- 
abeth Jones, with whom he was enamored, a 
few days ago, the murder being one of the 
most brutal ever committed in this city. He 
waylaid her at night, armed with a 
loug km@fife which he had purchased 
the same day 
her, and stabbed her nineteen times, the knife 
penetrating her each time, Leon seemed really 
proud of his crime, and his boastfulness and 
the atrocity of the murder so influenced the 
crowd at‘the courthouse that they followed 
him excitedly from the building and tried to: 
get possession of him, evidently with the in- 
tention of stringing him up. It was with the 
freatest difficulty that the police could rescue 
him from the mob and land him safelyin the 
parish prison. 

The police, by persistence, have finaily suc- 
ceeded in getting at the bottom facts of an 
italian murder. A few nights ago Captain 
Baretano,owner of an Italian luggar, was mur- 
dered on Gallatin street. The police heard 
several pistol shots, rushed to the scene and 
found the man dead on the pavement, with 
half a dozen bulletsinhim. The tirst idea 
was that the murder was done by the Mafia, or 
by some other secret society. The police, 
however, set theinseives vigorously to work to 
solve it. They went about the matter in a 
very decided way, arrestingnearly every Italian 
in the neighborhood, and every one who could 
by any possibility be connected with the cri me. 
Altogether nineteen Italians were locked up 
in the parish prison, half frightened to death, 
as they expected another massacre. The re- 
sult of this summary proceeding was most sat- 
isfactory, for the murderer was discovered. He 
has not beer: arrested yet, for he has fled from 
town, but as the police know his name and 
have his description, they will ultimately cap- 
ture him in every probability. The murder, 
the investigation shows, was the result of a 
quarrel, and in no way connected with the 
Matia, and people are beginning to realize that 
there is no Matia in New Orieaus, if there eyer 
was one.

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| SOMETHING OF BUSTLING BROWNSVILLE 


Cotton and Corn in All Their Glory—An 
Old-Time Southern Gen- 
tleman., 
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BROWNSVILLE, Tenn., October 24.—[Special. ] 
They say the first thing a Georgian looks for 
on coming into Tennessee isa patch of goobers. 
Not finding it, he stands dubiously regarding a 
c.over field, with the exclamation, ‘*Whata 
waste of goober tops without any goobers.”’ 

This reminds mv of the story 1 have heard 
of the Georgia troops during the war. It was 
over in East Teunessee, the farmers’ clover 
paradise. 

Well, the Georgia boys had been on the 
march all day, with nothing to eat. It was, 
therefore, with a whoop of delight that they 
came suddenly upon what they supposed a 
@ patch of goobers. In a second of time the 
whole file bad broken ranks, with no regard to 
order whatever, and was over the fence and 
tearing up clover tops with a)] the vim and 
velocity of animated stump-pullers. 
Witha growing look of dismay and disgust, 
they pulled up bunch afier bunch, still with no 
sign of hull or nut—only the long, bare, string- 
less roots! At length, one lank, cadavereus- 
looking individual, whose bony arms fairly 
ached with the strain of the pulling, and whose 
face had the deep hue of a freshly boiled beet, 
look towards the others, and, holding a clump 
of stringy clover tops in his hands, said: 

“Wall, I declare, boys, the moles have 
clean beat us this time, and the blasted critters 
haven’tso much as left a hull.” 

To the eyes of a north Georgia farmer, used 
to climbing the red hills up and down”behind 
his old bul!-tongued plow, or to laying out 
rows at all sortsof angles, and with al! sorts 
of curves across innumerable swells and dips, 
the farming Jands of this portion of Tennessee 
would present @& novel appearance. 
For’ miles the sandy, loamy soil 
stretches away as level as a floor, 
and scarcely broken by a single undulation. 
Again and again the eye can follow row after 
row, going across a field, perhaps a mile in 
length, as prim and precise as a new school- 
ma’ams line of tigures. They say the princi- 
pal objection a darky has to picking cotton in 
this portion of Tennessee is that he has to 
follow his nose so closely it gives him a“‘crick”’ 
in his neck. 

About Brownsville. 

Brownsville, the county seat of Haywood 
county, where your correspondent is now 
spending two weeks most delightfully, is well 
overinto west Teunessee, ony about thirty 
or forty miles from the Arkansas line and 
fifty-seven from Memphis. Five miles 
away is the Big MHatchie river, a stream 
tributary to the great father of waters. Pass- 
ing through the southern portion of the town 
isa small creek, which, on account of the 
sweetness of its waters, is called Sugar creek. 

Brownsville is said to be the largest cotton 
market of any inland town in west Ten- 
nessee. Some seasons as many as 20,000 
bales of cotton are shipped from here. 
A big record, isit not, for a town of scarce 
3,000 inhabitants? Along the section watered 
by the Big Hatchie: are some of the finest 
farming landsin the world. Here corn and 
cotton flourish in all their glory. Allen’s long 
staple cotton, thatis fast becoming such a 
favorite in Georgia, is cultivated here with. 
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signal success.

so small a town present so bustling an appear- 
ance. Sometimes it is with difticulty that a 
lighter vehicle can be safely steered through 
the blockade of cotton wagons that from 9 
o’clock in the morning till about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon 4ll up the streets. 

Here the darky flourishes in all his glory, 
for by actual connt he forms by far the larger 
percentage in the figures of population. When 
you see him it is usually with a broad grin and 
a sleek, contented face, especially if it is cot- 
ton-picking time when quarters and half dol- 
lars are plentiful. When the coon and the 
opossum egin to make the woods festive 
with their nightly gambols and the 
frost has nipped the persimmons 
and the “‘tater"’ patch of his 
white neighbor is conveniently near, then 
our son of Ham is happier still. For several 
years in succession a eoiored representative 
has been sent by Haywood county to the legis- 
lature. The last and most popuiar of these is 
now a resident lawyer of Nashville, 

Hay wood county was named for Haywood, 
the old state historian of Tennessee. Browns- 
ville was founded in 1825.

A wedding at 
the old Bradford home was an event that 
Stirred the country from center to circumfer- 
ence. Even the lowliest was interested in 
it, since every one was bidden, far and near. 
For two days before a -messenger was rid- 
ing all over the country with this hospitable 
injunction well posted upon paper, “Come, 
haste to ze wedding, ze friends and ze neigh-

The messenger’s instructions were to stop at 
home. A gentleman of the old-time 
southern school, the impersonation of courtli- 
ness, wanliness and gentleness, he has passed 
away, with many others like him,

The security market has undergone no change since 
last week, though there are more inquiries for well- 
known bonds cropping out from day to day, and ac- 
tivity seems near athand. Some round lots of state 
bonds, particularly the 3‘ and 4', per cent issues, are 
offering from a distance, and the market for them is 
rather heavy iu consequence. 

Railway bonds, where the issue is limited to $10,008 
or $12,000 per mile, secured by first mortgage and bear- 
ing not less than 6 per cent interest, are attracting the 
most attention jusc now. Georgia Pacific Iste can be 
had at about par, and some large lots have been taken 
by investors during the week. They are only $10,000 
per mile, bear 6 per cent interest and do not mature 
until 1922. A large holder of these bonds, talking of 
them during the week, said that he did not see how it 
was possible to meke astronger or more desirable se- 
curity. and that under almost any condition the prop- 
erty, if default abould be made, would «ell for more 
than enough to pay off the first mortgage debt. 

Savannah, Americus and Montgomery Ists are also 
in better request, with a hardening tendency in price, 
A party of Baltimoreans have recently inspected this 
property, and were highly pleased with its condition. 
Raltimare hastaken many of the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery bonds, and asa result of the inspec- 
tion above referred to, the gentlemen composing the 
party increased their holdings. Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery gross earnings for last month were 
$51,000 in round nu:nbers, and will probably be not less 
than $90,000 this month on the same mileage.

WHEN THE SAILORS WERE MOBBED. 


Minister Egan’s Instructions from 
Washington 


TO DEMAND IMMEDIATE REPARATION,

There Will Be No Fight in Case of Re- 
fusal, but the Minister Will 
Be Recalled, 


WASHINGTON, October 24.—Secretary Tracy 
said this morning that a further study of the 
cipher dispatch received from Captain Schley, 
of the Baltimore, on Thursday, shows that, in 
additior. to killing ope man andthe serious 
wounding of six others, thirty-five other 
American seamen were arrested and detained 
by the Chilean authorities at the saine time, 
and they were afterwards examined and dis- 
missed, as there wasno proof that they had 
been guilty of any misvehavior. 

This contirms Captain Schley’s other state- 
ments that the Americans were unarmed, sober 
and well behaved at the time of: the trouble, 
-and also indicates that at least forty men out 
of the Baltimore’s contingent of 275 men were 
objects of the rage ofthe Chilean mob. It 
also appears now that up to the date of Cap- 
tain Schley’s report the Chilean authorities 
had taken no steps to arrest and punish any 
of the Chileans responsible for thé 
. affair. An official thoroughly familiar with 
all the facts in possession of the government 
pointed out this morning that it was alto- 
gether different in its material feature from 
the Italiun affair at New Orleans, the men in 
one case being practically citizens of the 
United States, while in thé other they were 
in the United States uniform and were at- 
tacked for that reason. Hesaidit was a de- 
liberate insulttothe American flag. Secre- 
tary Tracy saw the president about the mat- 
tertoday. The administration regards the 


situation as serious and as more than asimple | 


street row. 
Reparation Demanded. 

Further and persistent inquiry of officers ‘of 
the governmentin regard to the Valparaiso 
incident shows conclusively that the adminis- 
tration does not regard it as a simple street row 
for which the Chilean government cannot be 
held accountable, but as aninsult to the honor 
and flag of the United States, calling for the 
most vigorous dipiomatic treatment. 

The ofticial report of the occurrence made 
py Captain Schley, of. the Baltimore, after a 
careful investigation of all the surrounding 
circumstances, shows clearly not ouly that the 
assault upon the American sailors was cow- 
ardly and unprovoked, but that it was in- 
aspired purely by hatred for the uniform they 
wore and the country it represented—or, in 
other words, that it was not an attack on 
them as individuals, but as representatives of 
the United States. 

The Police Joined In. 

The report also indicates that the local 
police, inStead of protecting the Americans 
from the violence of the mob, in several in- 
stances ussisted in the onslaught. This report 
says it is demonstrated by the fact that several 
of the sailors Were wounded by bayonets such 
as are usually carried by the Chilean police. 

The fact that the only persons arrested were 
thirty-five American sailors, who had fescaped 


injury at the hands of the mob, strengthens | 


the view that the assault was intended as an 
insult to the United States. ° 

Information at hand shows that so far none 
of the Chileans concerned in the attack have 
been arrested, and thatso far as known no 
steps have been taken to punish them in any 
way for their action. 

The authorities at Washington are very 
indignant at the indifference displayed by the 
Chilean government, and Minister Egan has 
been instructe’ to take prompt and vigorous 
measures to secure proper reparation. He has 
been fully advised of the position of this gov- 
ernmentin the matter and has been iustruc- 
- ted to acquaint the Chilean governinent there- 
with in the hope that the matter may be ami- 
cably adjusted without detriment to the honor 
of either country. 

Itis understood that the president insists 
upon proper redress for supposed insult to our 
pational honorand that unless it is given 
within a reasonable time Minister Egau will 
be recalled and all diplomatic relations with 
Chile suspended. 

No Naval Demonstrations. 

Secretary Tracy said this afternoon that no 
more vessels hac been ordered to Chile and 
that he did not know that any would be sent. 
It-would seem, therefore, that the government 
does not Cure to make any belligerent demon- 
stration towards Chile, but prefers, for the 
present, to show its displeasure and possible 
resentment through dipiomatic channels.

Children Drowned. 


Lonpown, October 24.—- The flooded districts 
of England show no signs of improvement. 
Around Bedford is a huge lake, and parts of 
the town itself are inundated. 

The Thames, in the upper part of that river, 
has risen two and one-half feet during the 
night. At Maidenhead, the lower portion of 
which town is inundated to the depth of three 
feet, people have abandoned the lower floors 
of their houses and huve sought safety in the 
upper stories, preparatory to leaving the 
buildings themselves. Two children have 
been drowned by the flood at Northampton. 


Angry with the Rothschilds. 

ST. PETERSBURG, October 24.—The police have 
given notice to bankers that no dealings with or 
through the house of Rothschild will be permitted 
in: Russia. Bankers corresponding with the 
Rothschilds in Paris, London or elsewhere, must 
seek new correspondents. The Russian govern- 
ment is said to feel deeply irritated at the Roths- 
childs on account of their opposition to the recent 
loan, which was successfully negotiated without 
their assistance.

GOSSIP FROM GERMANY. 


Reassembling of the Refchstag—Rapid 

Growth of Socialism. 

_BeRuty, October 24.—[Copyright,1801,by the 
New York Associated Press.]—The reichstag 
Will reassemble on Tuesday, November 17th, 
and the session will be opened by Emperor Will- 
iam in person. It can be predicted that the 
leading feature of the speech froin the throne 
Will be congratulations upon the formation of 
& commercial union between Germany, Aus- 
tria and Italy, It is also expected that his 
majesty will refer hopefully to the outcome of 
pending negotiations with other countries, 
looking to‘the widening of Germany’s com- 
mercial] relations. 

It has now been definitely determined that 
Prince Bismarck will again make his appear 
ance in parliament. Fle has beenin communi- 
cation with leaders of the conservatives and 
of the reichshartel in regard to the concerted 
action against both the internal and external 
policy of the government. The lower grain 
tariff granted to Austria and the decrease in 
wine duties given Italy will be used by Prince 
Bismarck and his followers to induce con- 
servative support against the treaties. 

The recent success of the socialists in elect- 
ing their candidates for the landtags in Sax- 
ony and Baden has alarmed the conserva- 
tives, and are generally giving rise to fears 
of the rapid growth of socialism under the tol- 
éerant emperor and his policy. Bismarck’s at- 
titude towards the commercial treaties and 
upon the labor question, has long been known. 
His announced opposition to the government's 
policy on these matters occasions no surprise, 
but indications of his intention to challenge the 
government’s foreign policy and even to go to 
the length of revealing secrets existing be- 
tween himself and the emperor, has alarmed 
—_ his own friends and the government cir- 
cle. 


He May Tell the Story. 

The Hamburgher Nachrichten, Bismarck’s 
organ, declares that the prince, in entering 
upon the parliamentary conflict, will, if he 
finds it necessary, reveal the cauges of the con- 
flict between him and the emperor. 

Chancellor von Caprivi is conscious of the 
latent oropen sympathy of federal govern- 
ments with the ex-chancellor, and has a drffi- 
cult part toplay. ‘The Munchener Allgemeine 
Zeitung says that the debates in the reichstag 
on the government’s external policy will be 
specially directed to tix the responsibility upon 
the man in power, who nominally assumed the 
direction of that policy. Every one expects 
that some painful and exciting scenes will be 
occasioned through the attitude of the prince 
during the course of the session. . 

Servia May Join. 

There is increasing prospect that Servia will

cial treaty conference.

An Advance in the Stock Disproves the 
Story That Is Current. 


DISBELIEVED IN WALL STREET. 


The Company Has Its Debts Provided For. 
Local Railroad News—Scalpers 
Thrive on the Low Rates. 


“T think Taz Constirution’s conservative 
article this morning, on the East Tennessee 
and the Richmond and Danville, was exactly 
to the point,”” said an East Tennessee man 
yesterday. 

In the light of THe ConstituTiIon’s show- 
ing of the relations between the two com- 
panies, the scoop story petered out very quickly, 
and the originators of the story admitted that 
there is nothing in it. 

Not Believed on Wall Street. 

The following special telegram from New 
York shows that the story of the scoop Was 
disbelieved there: 

New Yorn, October 24.—[Special.]—Reports 
which had their origin in the south were freely 
circulated on Wall street today to the effect that 
there was a rupture between the East Tennessee 
directors and the Inman directors, of the Rich- 
mond Terminal Company. The reports further 
said that efforts would be made either before 
or at the annual election of the Richmond 
Terminal, on December 12th, to oust Mr. Inman 
from the presidency of the Terminal system. In 
this connection it was also broadly circulated that 
there would be a suspension or reductiou of the 
dividend on Tennessee tirst preferred stock. 
Messrs. Thomas and Inman both denied these re- 
ports, and the advance of half a dollar per share 
in Terminal! stock showed that they were not be- 
lieved on the street. 

The directors of the Terminal company say that 
aplan to relieve the Terminal company of its 
floating debt is nearly completed, Jand an an- 
nouncement to that effect might be made at any 
moment. 


Scalpers Are Busy. 

Last week wasa harvest to the scalpers. 
The low rates to the exposition brought in 
heavy travel, and naturally there were many 
return tickets offered for sale by parties who 
were not going back. This scaiping business 
cut down the sales atthe regular offices con- 
siderably, but the ticket agents were kept 
busy auswering questions about schedules. 
Whenever a_ stranger was muddled 
about his hours he headed for 
a ticket office, and frequently it 
did not occur that it made any difference at 
which office he inquired. It did make 
a difference though, but ticket sellers are 
urbane men and do not relieve their pent up 
feelings until they get off by themselves.

All the railroads in the state are pressed for 
freight cars now. The managers are giving cot- 
ton the preference over everything else,and are 
making every effort to move the crop rapidly.

WHITTHORNE’S FALSE STATEMENTS, 
Up the 


Bank Examiner Campbell Shows 
Books. | 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Octobar 24.—[Special.] 


| The most important evidencein the trial of 


Brom. R. Whitthorne, on thé charge of. mak- 
ing false entries and swearing to false étate- 
mentsin the federal court,* was given by 
Bank Examiner J. C. Campbell. e testi- 
fied that when he exa:nined the bank’s books, 
July 14, 1889, they showed no discounts and 
only $17,852 deposits. 

e then visited other banksin middle Ten- 
nessee, at some of which he found redis- 
counted paper belonging to the National bank 
of Shelbyville that he thought should have 
been shown by the bank’s books, so he 
wrote Mr. Whitthorne and asked for an expla- 
nation. In answer to this Mr. Whitthorne 
wrote, explaining that he did not enter redis- 
counts till they were paid, and that at the 
time of his last statement the only rediscounted 
paper the bank had out, less than $10,000, 
was shown. 

Major Campbell afterwards examined the 
hooks again, and found that on June 14th the 
deposits should have been shown as $81,976, 
and rediscounts, $129,000. The daily state- 
ment for February 11, 1889, showed the amount 
due to depositors to be $45,824. In the in- 
dividual ledger, the amount due depositors was 
$100,600, and while the statement for that date 
showed that bank liable for rediscounted 
paper to be the amount of $13,200. The books 
of the bank showed upon examination redis- 
counted paper amounting to $107,000. On 
July 27, 1888, the statement showed redis- 
counted paper to the amount of $22,500, while 
an afterexamination showed that the 
statement should have been $65,000. On 
September 50, 1889, the cashier's statements 
showed rediscounted paper amounting to 
$18,500, 

But the 
paper held 


found rediscounted 
the bank to the 
amount of $168,000. Taking up the 
ledgers of the bank, Major Camp- 
bell showed irregularities fh the bookkeeping 
during a long period. As an example he 
showed that in November, 1883, Whitthorne’s 
private account showed an overdraft or over- 
check of more than three thousand dollars. 
From this time till December, 1884, there was 
no posting of Mr. Whitthorne’s account, al- 
though other individual accounts were kept 
by Mr. Whitthorne himself. 
The government rested its case here.

“WAR IN’ PIT. 


Governor Holt Taking Steps to Suppress 
Lawlessness. 


REWARDS OFFERED FOR CRIMINALS. 


The Career of a Gang of Roughs—Genera 
News from All Parts of the 
Old North State. 


RAvLeiGcH, N. C., October 24.—[Special. ]— 
A deplorable state of affairs exists in a part of 
Pitt county, and today Governor Ho!t took 
steps to put a stop to the lawlessness prevail- 
ing there by offering a reward of $600 for the 
detection of the persons who burned the prop- 
erty of J.J. Laughinghouse, Bryant Grimes 
and Mrs. Joseph H. Saunders. 

Full statements of the lawlessness prevalent 
have been laid before the governor. Of 
Laughingbouse’s property, ® dwelling, gin- 
house, three barns,a store asad a peanut store- 
house have been burned, causing a loss of over 
twenty thousand dollars, and Grimes has lost, 
in the same way, a ‘store anda large tobacco 
barn causing a loss of $15,000. 

Mrs. Grimes’s dwelling has been set on fire 
three times, and a barn, with three thousand 
dollars’ worth of peanuts, destroyed. 

Eleven years ago General Bryan Grimes 
was assassinated. His friends and family 
sought to discover the assassin. This led to 
the burning of their property. A white man 
named Parker, who boasted that he had killed 
Grimes, was, within twelve hours, lynched in 
the town of Washington. <A few nights since 
a merchant named Proctor was shot at. The 
insurance companies have canceled their in- 
surance in that section. Property is stolen 
nightly, and no man’s life is safe. 

An Exciting Scene. 

This afternoon there was an exciting occur- 
rence at the Southern exposition grounds. 
Mrs. Dennis went up in a balloon. As she 
left the ground the trapeze bar upon which 
she was sitting was pulled from under her by 
her assistant, and as a result she was hanging 
by her hands and a light strap at her waist. 
She rose to a height of a mile, nearly over the 
city, aud was seen by thousands of people, and 
as she could not cut loose the parachute had to 
descend with the balloon, as the latter cooled. 
She fell a mile from the exposition grounds 
and escaped injury save in one of her fingers.

The Manufacturing Industries Greatly 
Expanded. 


IMPROVED INQUIRY FOR STEEL RAILS. 


The Condition of the Packing House Mar- 
kets—The Exportation of 
W heat. 


New York, October 24.—{Special.]—At 
Jast reports from ail directions point to a 
general improvement in the industrial situa- 
tion. We have long since learned that the 
agricultural situation was one promising 
Irrge returns to the farmer, and now that 
the manufacturing industries appear to be 
correspondingly stimulated there is small 
excuse for general business to fail to ex- 
pand to fairly satisfactory proportions.- In 
fact it is more than probably “that 1592 
will witness a period of quite widely distribu- 
ted industrial and commercial activity with 
encouraging returns. This, too, in spite of 
its being a year in which a presidential 
campiagn will take place with all the 
attendant distractions. 

The most prominent feature of the week has 
beon the improved inquiry for steel rails. 
Railmakers have long waited for a reap- 
pearance of buvers, and month after month 
have met with disappointment. Even pig 
jron has picked up without railmakers feel- 
ing any corresponding gain. At last word 
comes that nos only are railmakers en- 
gaged in discussing terms with quite a num- 
ber of would-be buyers, but they are dis- 
cussing the advisability of refusing to take 
orders for anything but near-by delivery at 
current quotations. The trouble bas been 
that railways have not had ready money 
to spend for new rails, and the railmakers 
did not care for payment except in the 
form of cash or readily negotiable bonds. 
The Wall street market, unti! recently, bas 
not been favorable to the absorbtion of 
more bonds, so it is not until this time 
that railways have been able to buy new 
rails for repairs to any great extent, not 
to mention extensions, 

The Provision Trade. 

Mr. hk. H. Parks, one of the veterans of 
the Chicago and New York produce markets 
and an associate and intimate of Mr. P. D. 
Armour and the other magnates of the pro. 
vision trade, gave the following expressions 
as to the condition and prospects of the 
markets for packing house products, par 
ticulariy with reference to the influence of 
the increased export demand: 

Local causes in Chicago account for the 
present low prices and the recent decline in 
hog products. The overproduction of the 
past two seasons is evidently at the bottom 
of the matter. On account of the high 
price of corn, hogs were rushed into an 
unprecedented extent and packers over- 
produced so that now the stock of pork in 
barrels at Chicago on the 3th of Septem- 
ber, 1891, was 280,535 barrels against 125,755 
barrels at the same date in 1890 and 62,092 
barrels in 1889. When the price of corn 
was high and when hogs were coming in 
in such quantities, speculation in pork was 
active and the packers made enormous 
profits and produced up to their utmost 
capacity. The result is, as stated, that 
although the increase export demand, re- 
sulting from the withdrawal of the prohi- 
bition against the admission of 
American hog products by the 
German and other European governmenis 
tends, without question, to improve the 
market, it still suffers from the overpro- 
‘duction. At the same time, pork in barrels 
is not properly an article of export, and 
the European demand is confined to dry 
salted meats, like short ribs. 

To Be Kept on the List. 

It is also to be remembered that this old 
pork ceases, under ordinary circumstancs, to 
be a good delivery on December 3ist, but 
by the action which the directors of the 
Chicago board of trade have just taken, the 
old pork is to be continued on the list of 
speculative articles. It will probably be 
known as ‘’91 pork.” But this action will 
unquestionably help the price of December 
pork, and will, moreover, in time tend to 
equalize the difference between old and new 
pork. This difference has been as much as 
$3 per barrel between old and new, but 
today the difference has already fallen to 
2.25 per barrel. It should narow it to a 
purely nominal difference, because the old pork 
for all preatical purposes is just as good as 
the new. .In the case of short ribs, that 
article has gone into consumption and ex- 
port very rapidly during the last ninety 
days. The reduction during September 
amounted to about thirty million pounds, 
although the receipts at Chicago were very 
large during the month in question, which 
goes to show that they are being con- 
sumed and exported faster than they are 
being made. Receipts and shipments would 
indicate that the export demand, consequent 
on the recent change in the condition 
abroad, is already affecting the supply, and 
with the reduction in the supply must ul- 
timately affect the market prices favorably. 

The Prices for Hog Products. 

There is another theory on the subject,

a lt is that the packers, who are strong and 
wealthy and able to control the market, 
> re keeping prices for hog products down 
| in order to depress the price of hogs in 
_ their own favor for the next season's pack- 
ing. This is not impossible, though the

, tial and local causes of depression may be.

spection meats packed at New York, would 
not be availabie for export. — 

Wheat continues to react, despite the very 
heavy outflow to foreign ports, which can 
only be explained on the ground that 4,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat exported each week 
are promptly offset by 4,000,000 bushels or 
more added to available stocks at home, 
Thus far, during the cereal year, beginning 
July 1, 1891, the United States have been 
exporting wheat at a rate which, if main- 
tained for the whole year, one-third | of 
which has gone, would mean an export of 
more than two hundred million bushels, 
fully thirteen million bushels or more in 
excess of the heaviest year’s export of 
wheat in our history, and that in the in- 
flated boom period ten years ago. But the 
average trader refuses to acknowledge the 
foregoing a sufficient basis for an advance 
in prices, having in mind the tremendons 
outpoor of wheat every day from farmers’ 
hands, Just what would happen, should 
the movement to primary markets slacken, 
while the export movement kept well up, 
may be imagined. England has got to buy 
here with some freedom in the near future, 
as the continent of Europe has been getting 
the lion’s share of that which has already 
gone abroad. Onr farmers cannot keep up 
—or probably will not—the heavy shipments 
of wheat to market. When the change 
comes, the wheat markets will gather inter- 
est.

THE FLORIDA PHOSPHATE LAND. 


The Charges Made Against Them by South 
Carolina Dealers. 

It has been freely advertised that the Florida 
phosphate industry is lagging and drovping. Not- 
withstanding this, | hear that the Dunellon com- 
pany hassold out ata very large price, and that 
another compauy near Ocala is about selling out 
atacool million. It strikes the average man, who 
stops to think, as passing strange that Florida 
phosphates should havea demoralizing effect upon 
the world’s market, though producing less than 
00,00 tons of phosphate, or onlyfabout one-tenth 
of the world’s consumption. 

Itistrue there has been some Florida" phos- 
phates sent to foreign markets which should not 
have been exported, having been poorly prevared, 
irregular in analysis of phosphoric acid and gen- 
erally in an untit condition for the export 
trade. Producers of phosphates in this and for- 
eign countries have seized upon this fact and 
used the opportuuity to cry down Florida phos- 
phates and Florida mines, and ,I suspect that 
some of the large operators in Florida have as- 


| sisted in this hue and cry for the purpose of hin- 


dering and preventing other mines from being 
opened up and operated in the state. 

The lowest quotation which has yet been made 
is $15 tor60 per cent “pebble,” or 75 per cent rock 
phosphate delivered in Germany or Great Britain, 
allowing $6 to $7.50 per ton for freight charges, 
and there will remain 87.50 to &9 per ton for cost 
of mining and profit. The operator who cannot 
make big money at this price had bet- 
ter retire, since he is either incompetent 
to do business or has a worthless property. The 
phosphate industry has come to stay. It is grow- 
inggand will continue to grow until it makes 
Florida and the south immensely rich. Phosphates 
can he profitably shipped from this state when 
operators inSouth Carolina may have to stop be- 
cause it won't pay them to mine. I[ believe that 
within ashort period Florida will occupy the 
Saline position in the phosphate producing world 
that Alabama does inthe iron world. With this 
difference in favor of Florida, her phosphates can 
be exported while the Alabama ores cannot.

Mr. Ed A. Baldwin, once one of the most

man under Mayor W. L. Calhoun, is dead. 
‘The news that he had passed away was re- 


' geived in the city yesterday, and among all

An Electric Car and a Horse Car Col- 
lide Last Evening 


AND MR. W. L. TRAYNHAM BADLY HURT. 


Several Other Passengers Were Slightly 
Bruised and All Were Frightened. 
The"*Cars Damaged. 


There is a rule among the drivers and 
mwotormen of the Consolidated lines to stop 
at all intersecting tracks.

Griggs, 
leaped for personal safety, and the dash- 
board struck with full force the foot board 
on the electric car.

THE RYAN CASKS. 


Two of Them Came Up Before the Su- 
preme Court Yesterday. 


THE CONTEMPT CASE . TOMORROW. 


The Court Declares the Evidence Not 
Taken to the Supreme Court 
According to Law. 


In the supreme court yesterday one of the 
Ryan cases was disposed of, and the court ren- 
dered a ruling affecting to a considerable ex- 
tent the other case, which is to be argued 
tomorrow. 

In the first case the court sustained a motion 
to dismiss, and declined to hear the case on 
the ground that it had not been properly 
brought up and could not be considered, 
Mr. Ryan’s attorneys having failed to comply 
with the law prescribing the manner of taking 
cases to that court. 

The result !s that the order of the court 
below granting an injunction and putting the 
stock and assets into the hands of a receive 
will stand affirmed. 

The irregularity which was the ground of 
dismissal was the failure of counsel to make a 
brief of the evidence and to send up so much 
only a8 was necessary to a, clear understand- 
ing of the errors complained of, as required by 
the act of 1889. It appeared from the evi- 
dence sent op thatin certain places it had 
been abbreviated, but that the greater por- 
tion was copied into the bill of exceptions in 
full, as introduced in the court below. The 
chief justice called attention to mortgages and 
other documentsin the bill, and said their 
substance could have been stated in a few 
lines; that as no point was made upon their 
attestation or form, full copies were unnec 
essary. 

It was held that the briefing required by the 
law must be extended to the whole evidence 
sent up, and not merely tosome portions. 

In reply to the argument of counsel that 
the spirit of the law had been complied with 
when there was an effort to brief the evidence, 
and that this effort was manifested by the 
abbreviation of some of its parts, the chief 
justice said that the effort must not be con- 
fined to some parts, but should extend to all 
parts of the evidence. 

The Contempt Case.

facts of the case. His method of uscertaining that

anything in this proceeding, he will have to 
pay the full amount fixed by Judge Gober. 

In the preceding case the only question was 
as to the sufticiency of the evidence hefore the 
judge below to justify his granting an injunc- 
tion and appointing a receiver, and when the 
supreme court held that it could not consider 
this evidence, the whole case went ont. 

While the rulings of the court seem to be 
against Mr. Ryan, his counsel say that they
